President  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term,  and  was 
conducted  to  the  Chair  by  Mr.  Moran,  who  administered  the 
oath  of  office  to  him. 

Mr.  Lex, 

LTpon  taking  the  Chair,  made  the  folloAving  address : 

If  the  will  of  the  people  expressed  at  the  late  election,  in 
no  uncertain  way,  teaches  one  lesson  more  than  another,  it  is 
that  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  our  great  municipality 
should  be  placed  far  beyontl  the  reach  of  partisan  politics  or 
favoritism,  and  that  the  directors  of  the  corporation  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  should  be  business  men  intent  on  carrying 
on  its  affairs  in  a  business-like  manner.  With  this  in  view, 
let  us  glance  at  a  few  of  the  matters  that  should  engage  our 
attention  in  the  ensuing  legislative  year,  in  a  practical  way. 
That  is  my  present  object,  rather  than  to  make  a  formal 
address. 
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The  tax  rate  has  been  brought  down  from  $2.25,  ^vhere  it 
stood  in  1877,  to  the  comparatively  low  figure  of  $1.90.  We 
ought  to  pause  before  deciding  to  decrease  it  still  further,  and 
this  question  must  be  met  before  October  next.  Out  of  our 
income,  which  in  1881  amounted  to  $13,894,480,60,  we  have 
to  pay  into  the  Sinking  Fund  and  for  interest  on  the  funded 
debt  over  $6,000,000,  which  leaves  us  but  about  $7,500,000 
to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  various  departments.  When 
we  fixed  the  tax  rate  for  this  year  many  of  us,  I  feel  sure, 
recorded  our  votes  in  the  hope  that  before  the  close  of  the 
year  we  would  have  at  our  disposal  the  surplus  for  permanent 
improvements.  But  the  surplus  still  remains  where  it  was 
then,  increasing,  it  is  true,  to  the  good  round  figures  of 
$1,360,559.75,  bint  still  unavailable. 

One  year  ago  I  discussed  the  question  of  its  disposition,  and 
expressed  my  views  about  it.  I  shall,  therefore,  at  present, 
mei'ely  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  a.<certaining  just 
what  our  relations  to  and  powers  over  it  are,  and  refer  you  to 
page  7  of  the  City  Controller's  report  for  1881. 

To-day  it  is  lying  idle,  doing  the  city  no  good  ;  and  to 
permit  it  to  continue  so  "is  not  a  business  way  of  doing  things. 
The  use  of  it  for  any  of  the  purposes  that  have  been  suggested 
will  be  the  means  of  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  cit\'  an 
equivalent  amount,  which  the  city  has  urgent  calls  for,  to 
supply  such  necessities  as  schools,  bridges,  main  sewers,  and 
the  like. 

When  this  fund,  or  its  e(|uivaleut,  be(tomes  ours  to  use,  and, 
also,  when  making  our  annual  appropriations,  we  should  be 
careful  in  spending  the  money  to  recognize  the  necessity  of 
beginning  to  inaugurate  nietropolitan  works,  worthy  of  a  city 
that  has  attained  the  magnitude  of  Philadelphia.  It  is  time 
to  stop  dealing  with  our  pul)li('  improvements  piecemeal,  and 
to  adopt  comprehensive  plans  which  will  adapt  themselves  to 
the  future  wants  of  the  city,  even  when  it  shall  have  attained 
a  population  of  two  millions. 
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The  Fire  Department  ought  to  be  reorganized  and  tlie 
authority  and  tlie  responsibility  of  its  management  should  l)e 
centered  in  some  one  person,  instead  of  being  divided,  as  it  is 
under  the  present  Commission.  And  care  should  be  taken 
that  hereafter  it  shall  be  divorced  from  its  political  affiliations, 
instead  of  being  used,  as  in  many  instances  it  has  been,  as  a 
weapon  for  partisan  assault  and  defence. 

An  ordinance  which  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  in 
the  month  of  May,  1881,  with  some  alterations  and  additions, 
would  form  a  good  basis  for  our  consideration  and  action.  It 
would  also  be  well  to  consider  the  propriety  of  consolidating 
this  department  with  that  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph. Applications  to  Councils  from  large  corporations  are 
daily  increasing.  Telegraph  companies  seek  either  to  have 
their  present  privileges  extended  or  to  obtain  new  ones.  Th^^ 
popular  demand  for  underground  telegraphy  has  caused  the 
formation  of  a  number  of  companies  who  want  to  occup}'  the 
highways  of  the  city  and  experiment  with  their  patents  and 
appliances.  They  are,  in  many  cases,  apt  to  treat  the  city  as 
a  proper  means  to  use  for  their  benefit,  regardless  of  her  rights 
or  of  the  duties  they  owe  the  public. 

As  a  rule,  they  ask  much  from  us,  but  are  willing  to  give 
but  little  in  return ;  and  in  nearly  every  instance  they  seek 
special  legislation  and  seem  unwilling  to  submit  to  general 
laws. 

As  to  them,  our  duty  is  plain,  keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that 
these  new  devices  are  real  facilities  in  business  and  social  in- 
tercourse, at  the  time  when  we  are  placing  them  under  proper 
limitations  and  restrictions  as  to  their  use  of  the  highways. 
We  should  legislate  generally,  and  for  the  largest  number,  and 
avoid  special  legislation. 

The  telegraph  poles  should  be  removed,  and  a  general  ordi- 
nance passed  that  will  enable  all  companies  to  use  the  privi- 
leges of  underground  telegraphy,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
we  should  be  careful  to  see  that  these  companies,  as  well  as  all 
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others  to  whom  we  accord  like  advantages,  compensate  the  city 
by  a  fair,  large  revenue.  The  citizens  must  be  protected  from 
the  overcharges  of  monopolies,  just  as  lately  we  limited  the 
charges  of  the  Bell  Tele])hone  Company,  and  just  as  we  ought 
to  endeavor,  in  the  interests  of  the  general  public,  to  require 
the  street  railway  companies  to  reduce  their  fares  to  five  cents. 
The  Public  Building  Commission  has,  for  each  of  the  past  two 
years,  accepted  from  the  city,  by  agreement,  $750,000;  but 
they  can,  at  any  time  hereafter,  compel  the  city  to  pay  any 
sum  that  they  may  require.  When  completed,  the  building 
will  be  the  most  imposing  public  structure  on  the  continent, 
but  it  will  take  years  to  finish  the  work,  and  a  vast  amount  of 
money  will  be  needed  annually,  which  must  be  ]>aid  out  of 
current  taxation.  Its  construction,  too,  is  in  the  keeping  of  a 
Commission,  created  by  the  Legislature,  with  large  and  ex- 
clusive powers,  who  are  not  subject  to  the  scrutiny  of  Councils. 
I,  therefore,  urge  upon  you  the  propriety  of  petitioning  the 
Legislature  to  repeal  the  act  creating  the  Building  Commission, 
so  that  the  matter  may  come  under  our  control. 

Whilst  there  is  no  occasion  just  now  to  comment  upon  the 
quantity  of  our  water  supply,  there  is  need  to  complain  of  its 
quality.  It  has  been  unpalatable,  and,  at  times,  unwhole- 
some; and  its  condition  is  a  pressing  argument  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  East  Park  reservoir.  The  city  has  already 
spent  too  much  money  on  this  costly  basin  to  allow  it  to  go,  as 
it  rapidly  is  going,  to  ruin. 

You  will  no  doubt  decide  to  continue  the  investiration  of 
the  affairs  and  management  of  the  Almshouse.  As  a  member 
of  the  special  Committee,  it  would  be  improper  for  me  to  ex- 
press any  opinion  relative  to  the  matter  until  the  Committee 
has  completed  its  labors,  but  I  think  it  is  a  serious  question 
whether  the  total  separation  and  removal  of  the  out  wards 
from  the  Almshouse  premises  would  not  be  a  policy  of  great 
public  benefit.  The  testimony  of  Dr.  William  Pepper,  l)ef()re 
the   Committee   may,  in   this  connection,   be   profitably  con- 
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sidered,  and  tlie  act  of  Consolidation  and  its  supplement  of 
May  1,  1861,  point  out  the  method  and  our  powers  in  relation 
to  this  subject. 

When  we  come  to  consider  the  annual  appropriations  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  say  whether  tlie 
experiment  of  transferring  the  cleaning  of  the  streets  to  the 
Highwa3^  Department  has  been  successful.  In  the  meantime, 
let  us  watch  tlie  conduct  of  this  service,  together  with  that  of 
the  repairs  to  the  streets,  and  the  expenditure  of  the  large 
amount  of  money  they  require. 

Last  year  I  spoke  of  the  great  importance  of  selecting  men 
of  skill,  character  and  conscience,  to  serve  as  the  heads  of  the 
various  departments  and  upon  the  Boards  of  management.  I 
again  call  your  attention  to  it,  and  to  the  importance  of  scrut- 
inizing the  workings  of  those  Trusts,  and  the  men  we  select. 

Our  committees  should  be  largely  and  punctually  attended, 
and  their  sessions,  whenever  practicable,  held  at  our  offices, 
attended  by  our  clerks,  and  away  from  the  surroundings  and 
influences  of  the  departments  whose  administration  we  are 
called  upon  to  supervise.  The  opening  of  bids  and  awarding 
of  contracts  demand  watchfulness :  whilst  the  approval  of 
schedules,  involving  the  expenditure  of  large  amounts  of 
money,  should  be  given  only  after  due  examination  and  an 
audit  of  the  accounts,  and  never  merely  as  a  matter  of  form. 

I  remind  you,  in  connection  with  this  subject,  that,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  December  2'2,  1836,  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils,  or  either  of  them,  are  authorized 
by  any  committee  they  may  designate  for  that  purpose  to 
examine  all  books,  accounts  and  papers  relating  to  the  Gas 
Works,  which  may  at  any  time  be  in  possession  of  the  Trustees 
or  any  of  their  officers  or  agents. 

The  mention  of  many  of  the  subjects  I  have  referred  to  is 
not  new,  but  proper  action  upon  them  would  be  a  novelty 
which  the  i)eople  would  appreciate. 

I  am  sensible  of  the  honor  which  vour  unanimous  election 
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has  cont'erred  upon  me,  and  1  shall  endeavor  to  be  impartial 
in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  obedient  to  the 
laws  and  ordinances,  and,  in  enforcing  the  rules,  I  ask  your 
hearty  co-operation .

Of  instruction  to  the  Committee  on  Law  to  investigate  into  the- 
alleged  consolidation  of  the  Mutual  Union  Telegraph  Company 
with  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company. 

Whereas,  By  section  2  of  the  Ordinance  approved  March 
25, 1881,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  granting  the-Mutual  Union 
Telegraph  Company  permission  to  place  telegraph  poles  and 
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wires  on  certain  streets,"  it  is  provided  as  follaws:  "The  said 
Mutual  Union  Telegraph  Company  shall  give  its  bond  in  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with  the  condition  that  it  will 
not  consolidate  with  any  other  telegraph  company  owning  a 
competing  line,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  such 
competing  line  of  telegraph  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or 
any  other  State.  Provided  further,  That  in  case  of  such  consoli- 
dation, merger  or  sale  of  the  privileges  herein  granted  to  said 
company,  the  poles,  wires  and  fixtures  erected  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  said  bond  shall 
prescribe  these  conditions." 

And  Whereas,  It  is  the  common  rumor  that  the  said  tele- 
graph company  has  sold  out  a  controlling  interest  therein  to 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  whereby  the  said 
company  has  been  consolidated  with  the  said  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company,  so  that  the  two  companies  would  not 
oppose  each  other,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Committee  on  Law  be  instructed  to 
investigate  this  matter,  confer  with  the  City  Solicitor  and 
report  to  these  Councils  whether  the  condition  of  the  said 
bond  given  by  the  said  Mutual  Union  Telegraph  Company, 
as  above  stated,  has  been  violated,  and  whether  thereby  the 
poles,  wires  and  fixtures  of  said  company  have  been  forfeited 
to  the  City.

The  following  report  from  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
application  of  Zophar  C.  Howell  was  presented  and  read  : 

To  the  President  and  Members 

of  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of 
Zophar  C.  Howell,  asking  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  to 
notify  the  City  to  remove  so  much  of  the  pier  and  sewer  lying 
immediately  north  of  South  street,  DelaAvare  river,  which  over- 
lies the  property  now  belonging  to  him,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  visited  the  locality  and  found  that  the  pier  has 
fallen  in  and  the  mouth  of  the  sewer  is  completely  choked  up, 
preventing  the  sewage  from  escaping  into  the  river,  and  also 
preventing  the  said  Howell  from  using  to  advantage  the 
remaining  portion  of  his  property. 
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By  the  terms  of  the  agreement  (a  copy  of  whicli  is  on  file 
with  the  application)  made  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  with 
the  Stephenson  estate  (the  former  owners  of  the  j)roperty)  on 
the  payment  of  a  stipulated  sum  and  an  annual  rental,  the 
City  constructed  the  sewer  and  built  the  pier  for  its  protection, 
and  by  this  agreement,  drawn  in  accordance  with  an  Ordinance 
of  Councils  of  March  27,  1871,  to  continue  for  six  (6)  years, 
the  City  agreed  to  remoye  so  much  of  said  pier  and  sewer  as 
encroached  on  the  said  Stevenson's,  now  Howell's,  property 
without  expense  to  the  owners,  ^^'lleneyer  the  Board  of  Port 
A^^ardens  deemed  it  necessary.  We  would  therefore  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :

Gentlemen  : — I  would  call  your  attention  to  two  very 
important  matters,  which  call  for  some  prompt  action  upon 
the  ])art  of  your  honorable  bodies,  and  for  which  provision 
should  be  made,  if  the  necessary  work  called  for  is  to  be  done; 
I  allude  to  the  repaying  oyer  water  mains,  and  the  construc- 
tion of  branch  sewers. 

With  regard  to  the  first-mentioned  work,  there  are  several 
streets  which  are,  and  have  for  some  months,  been  almost 
impassable,  from  the  fapt  of  having  been  torn  up  to  lay  water- 
mains,  and  several  long  lines  of  the  latter  are  to  be  laid  at  an 
early  day  by  the  Water  Department. 

In  regard  to  branch  sewers,  there  are  several  very  import- 
ant ones,  which  have  been  bid  for,  and  are  awaiting  sufficient 
money  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

The  item  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  this  department 
for  the  construction  of  branch  sewers  is  already  exhausted, 
two  thousand  dollars  having  been  transferred  from  the  same 
to  the  item  for  street  cleaning,  and  the  balance  charged  oif  to 
sewers  now  under  contract. 

As  this  is  a  very  important  branch  of  municipal  work,  and 
as  it  will  be  useless  for  Councils  to  order  the  construction  of 
more  sewers,  without  making  adequate  provision  for  the  same, 
I  trust  the  matter  will  receive  your  early  attention.

Sir: — I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very  bad 
roadway  on  Broad  street,  south  from  Passyunk  avenue,  to  this 
Navy  Yard  gate. 

An  attempt  was  made  some  time  ago  to  macadamize  this 
roadway  by  utilizing  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of  the  House 
of  Correction,  but  1  can  see  very  little,  if  any,  iniprovement 
since  its  reported  completion. 

This  roadway  is  almost  constantly  used  during  the  day,  not 
only  by  the  numerous  vehicles  transporting  the  officers,  en- 
listed men  and  em})loyees  to  and  from  the  yard,  but  also  by 
other  teams  that  are  re(iuired  to  pass  over  it  in  carrying  ma- 
terials (some  of  which  are  very  weighty)  and  supplies  to  the 
different  departments  of  the  Yard.  It  is  sometimes  found 
difficult  to  obtain  our  supplies,  etc.,  even  at  increased  prices, 
owing  to  the  bad  condition  of  this  road.- 

I  have  addressed  this  communication  to  you  with  the  hope 
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that  the  City  Councils  of  Philadelphia  will,  if  in  their  judg- 
ment it  be  considered  worthy  of  attention,  enact  such  legisla- 
tion as  will  remedy  the  evil.

Mr.  Smith  has,  perhaps,  more  experience  in  such  hydraulic 
work,  than  any  other  man  in  the  country.  As  Pres- 
ident of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  I  have  known 
and  associated  with  him  for  over  thirty  years. 

If  his  views  are  adopted  the  reservoir  can  be  speedily  and 
economically  completed,  and  I  cordially  commend  them  for 
adoption.

Dear  Mr.  Fraley: — I  have  your  favor  of  the  17th  and 
hasten  to  reply.  I  have  read  over  carefully  the  published 
statement  of  the  conference  in  reference  to  the  employment  of 
labor  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Correction,  and  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  savintr  that  such  labor  can  be  utilized  under 
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proper  supervision  in  the  work  of  finishing-  the  East  Park 
Reservoir.  Excavations,  embankments  and  puddling  can  be 
done  as  well  by  such  force  as  by  any  other  that  would  be  em- 
ployed by  contractors  or  others.  It  is  true,  as  Dr.  McFaddeu 
remarks,  that  skilled  labor  is  necessary  in  caulking  pipes  and 
for  stone  work  and  building  walls,  mechanics  must  be  em- 
ployed. Whilst  this  is  true,  however,  much  ordinary  labor 
for  attendance,  excavations  and  puddling,  can  be  em- 
ployed. 

In  regard  to  the  lining  of  the  interior  slopes  of  the  reservoir 
with  puddle  of  clay  and  sand,  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of  the 
House  of  Correction  is  equal  to  the  task  under,  as  before  re- 
marked, proper  supervision  or  brains  to  direct. 

I  agree  entirely  with  Dr.  McFadden's  view  as  to  the  brick 
lining  of  the  interior  slopes  ;  it  is  exceedingly  expensive  and 
not  adapted  to  the  purpose.  The  down  East  plan  of  broken 
stone  and  cement  seems  to  me  a  very  expensive  one,  so  far  as 
cement  work  is  concerned. 

I  like  the  broken  stone  well  enough,  but  not  the  use  of 
cement  to  make  the  lining  impermeable. 

The  interior  slopes  of  the  puddle  lining  will  of  course  be 
made  water  tight  and  it  is  im])ortant  that  the  water  should  rest 
against  them  so  as  to  keej)  the  j)uddle  forever  damj),  which 
with  a  ])erfectly  tight,  cemented  lining,  would  not  be  the 
case. 

I  prefer  a  rubble  wall  lining,  not  exceeding  18  inches  in 
de])th,  formed  of  rather  thin,  flat  stones,  laid  entirely  dry. 
This  would  be  a  cheap  work  and  save  cement  and  mortai',  the 
making  of  which,  is  a  large  item.  Such  walling  would  not 
recpiire  skilled  masons  ;  ordinary  workmen  and  even  common 
labor  can  execute  it  as  Avell  and  often  better  than  the  other. 

For  the  puddling  of  the  bottom  of  the  East  Park  Reservoir 
I  do  not  recognize  the  necessity  of  bringing  clay  and  sand 
from  a  distance,  which  would  be  costly,  as  fiir  as  hauling  is 
•concerned.  There  is,  in  my  opinion,  all  the  material  re- 
quired, now  in  place  over  the  bottom  of  the  work.  All  that 
is  required  is  to  turn  it  over  to  the  required  depth,  wet  and 
puddle  in  courses — a  very  simple  plan  and  effectual. 

It  is  true  that  in  the  grading  of  streets,  if  there  is  day  or 
sand  to  be  disposed  of,  it  would  l)e  proper  to  utilize  it. 

The   East  Park  Reservoir  is,  in   my  view,  an    important 
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work  and  should  be  finished.  It  is  true  the  level  is  too  low 
to  reach  much  of  the  territory  near  and  north  of  it,  but  it 
would  be  available  for  the  supply  of  Fairmount,  Spring 
Garden,  Corintliian  Avenue  and  Delaware  basins  and  for  the 
districts  now  supplied  by  them. 

It  would  be  probably  advisable  to  finish  and  bring  into  use 
only  one  section  of  the  reservoir  at  a  time. 

As  to  the  outside  bedding,  I  think  this  is  immaterial.  The 
grass  will  grow  naturally  upon  it  and  some  seeding  would  do 
no  harm.  A  few  men  employed  to  watch  the  banks  and  re- 
pair washes  after  rains  would  overcome  all  difficulties. 

I  regard  the  East  Park  Reservoir,  as  for  storage,  as  in- 
valuable. 

Whether  water  will  keep  in  this  climate,  as  Dr.  McFadden 
doubts,  may  be  regarded  as  an  open  question  if  the  water 
stored  remain  undisturbed  for  months  at  a  depth  of  25  feet. 
The  experience  at  Baltimore,  with  the  Gunpowder  River  new 
water  supply,  is  not  I  think,  conclusive.  The  water  passed 
from  the  river  to  the  Montebello  storage  reservoir  near  the 
city,  through  a  new  tunnel  conduit,  seven  miles  long,  which 
had  been  worked  upon  for  several  years  and  was  probably 
very  foul  from  rock-blasting  operations  and  waste  of  all 
kinds. 

The  storage  lake,  which  is  of  great  capacity  and  depth  was 
new  and  unused  and  may  have  been  foul,  as  well  as  the 
tunnel.     With  these  remarks,  I  am

My  Dear  Sir  : — The  controversy  in  respect  to  the  em- 
ployment by  the  City  of  laborers  and  workmen  to  lay  water 
pipe  by  the  day  raises  an  important  question  concerning  the 
power  of  Councils. 

By  the  Ordinance  of  January  5,  1882,  which  made  the 
appropriation  to  the  Water  Department  ibr  the  year  1882,  it 
is  thus  provided,  "  that  nothing  in  tliis  bill  shall  prevent  the 
Chief  Engineer  from  laying  pipe,  inaking  repairs  to  pipes  and 
machinery  by  the  days'  work,  and  the  employment  of  any 
additional  labor  when  the  public  service  shall  so  require." 

One  purpose  of  these  words,  without  doubt,  is  to  authorize 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  to  lay  water 
pipes  by  the  direct  employment  of  workmen  for  the  purpose^ 
he  paying  them  by  the  day  for  their  work  ;  and  his  right  to 
do  the  City's  work  in  this  way  depends  upon  the  power  of 
Councils  to  do  any  work  otherwise  than  by  contract  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder  after  advertisement. 

This  is  recognized  in  the  objection  urged  by  the  City's 
auditing  officer  against  the  draft  drq,wn  upon  the  treasury  for 
funds  to  pay  the  men  employed,  when  in  his  refusal  to  coun- 
tersign the  warran  t  he  quotes  the  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of 
May  23,  1874,  which  says  that  "  all  work  and  materials 
required  by  the  City  shall  be  furnished,  and  the  printing  and 
all  other  kinds  of  work  to  be  done  for  the  City,  shall  be  per- 
formed under  contract  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
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nance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  (.'ouneils  forthwith  to  enact 
such  ordinances." 

If  the  City  can  do  work  by  days'  work,  that  is,  do  irork  for 
her^-elf,  then  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  Councils  exercising, 
as  they  do,  general  power  over  the  City's  affairs,  possess  the 
authority  to  say  which  work  shall  be  so  done  ;  for  in  the 
Councils  is  reposed  the  power  to  pass  upon  all  general  ques- 
tions of  policy  in  the  management  of  the  City's  aiiairs  and  in 
the  expenditure  of  the  municipal  moneys. 

In  my  judgment  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  does  not  pre- 
vent tJie  City  from  doing  work  for  lierself,  that  is,  by  the  em- 
ployment of  workmen  by  the  day  to  labor  under  the  direction 
of  her  officers  and  heads  of  De[)artnients,  and,  indeed,  a  con- 
trary ruling  would  make  difficulties  of  the  gravest  nature. 

The  purpose  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  to  the  City  materials  at 
the  lowest  price  and  a  contract  for  work  at  the  lowest  price 
when  she  sees  fit  to  employ  an  outside  contractor  to  i)erform 
any  labor  lor  her,  but  is  not  intended  to  prevent  her  doing 
for  herself  any  work  which  she  deems  it  advisable  so  to  do. 

It  is  to  prevent  favoritism  from  having  place  in  the  award- 
ing of  contracts  and  i6  prevent  an  arbitrary  engagement  of  an 
independent  contractor,  that  is,  of  a  "  boss  mechanic "  or 
"  boss  contractor  "  with  his  men  and  materials  without  opi)or- 
tunity  for  com})etition. 

The  evils  at  which  the  Act  was  aimed  cannot  arise  in  the 
direct  employment  of  laborers  by  the  City,  since  the  price  of 
a  day's  labor  is  ordinarily  a  fixed  and  well-known  sum. 

If  there  be  any  other  evils  in  the  em[)loyment  of  inen  by 
the  day  Councils  well  understand  them,  and  their  united 
wisdom  ought  to  bring  about  the  pursuance  of  the  best  course 
in  view  of  all  the  results. 

I  believe  that  the  restrictions  of  the  sixth  section  of  the 
Act  of  May  23  1874,  were  meant  to  apply  first  to  the  pur- 
chase of  mtiterials,  and  second  to  the  doing  of  all  work  wliich 
the  City  needed  to  have  done  by  other  agencies  than  lier  own 
servants. 

When  workmen  are  emj)loyetl  by  the  day  l)y  the  City 
there  arises  between  the  City  and  such  workmen  the  legal 
relation  of  master  and  servant,  and  it  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  Act  to  j^revent  her  from  entering  into  this  relation  with 
workmen  when  she  so  chose  to  do  her  work,  but  it  was 
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intended  thereby  to  protect  the  City  from  jobbery,  from  the 
illicit  gains  of  favored  contractors,  and  I  therefore  am  of 
opinion  that  the  Councils  have  the  power  to  authorize  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  to  lay  water  pipe 
by  the  employment  of  workmen  by  the  day,  and  that  the 
Councils  by  the  Ordinance  from  which  I  have  quoted  did  so 
authorize  him.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  erection  of  oriel  or  bay  windows. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Citif 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  no  bay  or  oriel  windows 
projecting  beyond  the  building  line  of  any  street  shall  here- 
after be  erected  by  any  person  upon  the  first  story  of  the 
front  of  any  building. 

Sec.  2.  Oriel  or  bay  windows  may  hereafter  be  erected 
upon  any  fronts,  sides,  and  rear  ends  of  buildings,  extending 
over  the  pavement  of  the  street,  from  any  story  excepting 
the  first,  within  lines  drawn  from  the  intersection  of  the 
party  lines  and  building  line,  at  an  angle  of  twenty  degrees 
with  the  latter,  and  to  a  distance  of  not  more  than  four  feet 
beyond  it.  Tljat  all  oriel  or  bay  windows  already  erected, 
or  being  erected,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  remain  or  be  completed  the  same  as  if  they  were 
commenced -after  its  passage. 

Sec.  3.  No  oriel  or  bay  windows,  other  than  such  as  are 
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specified  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  erected  upon 
any  buildings  bounded  by  any  of  the  streets  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
any  of  tlie  building  inspectors  or  police  officers  of  the  said 
City,  that  any  person  or  persons  are  erecting  or  causing  to  be 
erected,  or  are  about  to  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected,  any  bay 
or  oriel  window  that  shall  project  further  into  the  public 
highway  from  the  front  of  such  building  beyond  the  building 
line  than  allowed  by  Section  2,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  report 
the  facts  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  forthwith  notity  the  City 
Solicitor  thereof,  and  the  City  Solicitor  shall  thereupon  take 
such  steps,  by  injunction  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  proper  to 
restrain  such  erection,  or  to  cause  the  removal  of  the  same  if 
already  erected  or  in  process  of  erection. 

Sec.  5.  All  persons  who  shall,  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  erect  and  maintain,  or  cause  to  be  erected  and  main- 
tained, any  bay  or  oriel  window  from  the  front  of  any  build- 
ing, other  than  allowed  by  Section  2,  shall  be  subjected  to  a 
penalty  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars,  to  be  recoverable  as 
debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable,  and  such 
bay  or  oriel  window  shall  be  removed  as  is  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided.

Dear  Sir  : — When  the  Finance  Committee  were  consider- 
ing the  contract  for  change  of  grade  of  Market  street  a  few 
months  ago,  I  recommended  the  building  of  a  retaining  wall 
along  the  south  side  of  the  street,  twelve  feet  from  the  build- 
ing line,  to  protect  the  houses  from  the  pressure  of  the  new 
embankment,  believing  that  the  cost  of  it  would  be  more  than 
repaid  to  the  City  by  abatements  in  damages  which  would  be 
assessed  by  a  jury. 

Such  a  wall  would  at  once  provide  a  walk  for  the  public 
about  six  feet  wide,  leaving  the  remainder  for  vaults  under 
the  sidewalks,  which  would  be  valuable"  to  the  property 
owners. 

This  work  was  not  included  in  the  contract  because  of  the 
difficulty  in  providing  the  money,  but  the  subject  has  again 
been  brought  to  my  attention  by  the  City  Solicitor,  who  is 
now  engaged  on  the  question  of  damages,  and  he  gives  the 
opinion  that  the  expenditure,  say  $18,000  would  be  doubly 
repaid  by  the  amount  saved  in  damages. 

He  also  informs  me  that  it  is  not  clear  that  the  wording  of 
the  Ordinance  of  December  24,  1881,  gives  authority  to  open 
Ludlow  and  Keen  streets  through  private  property,  although 
the  building  of  the  causeway  on  that  site,  making  connection 
between  Thirtieth  street  and  Market  street,  is  embraced  in 
the  contract  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company. 

With  this  view  it  is  necessary  that  an  ordinance  should  be 
passed   enabling  the  City  to  take  possession  of  the   line  of 
Ludlow    and  Keen  streets,  as  speedily  as  possible,  in   con- 
formit}^  with  the  confirmed  plan.

Dear  Sir  : — Under  direction  of  City  Councils  I  have 
made  surveys  of  the  site  and  several  plans  for  a  bridge  over 
the  Schuylkill  river  at  Market  street. 

The  plan  best  adapted  for  a  stone  bridge  would  locate  the 
abutments  at  the  wharf  lines,  with  two  piers  in  the  river, 
making  the  centre  span  123  feet  and  the  others  116  feet  each, 
with  a  shore  span  of  iron  plate  girders  60  feet  each  for  passage 
ways  on  each  shore  of  the  river. 

The  roadway  would  be  62  feet  between  curb  lines,  corres- 
ponding to  the  other  portions  of  the  street,  with  14  feet  for 
sidewalks,  making  the  general  width  90  feet. 

The  prices  for  stone  and  labor  at  this  time  are  at  a  high 
figure,  and  an  estimate  at  these  rates,  for  first-class  cut  granite 
amounts  to  $1,200,000,  and  lower  grades  of  material  to 
$1,000,000. 

There  are  several  conditions  which  make  the  building  of  a 
stone  bridge  on  this  site  very  expensive.  The  rock  is  about 
40  feet  below  high  Avater,  and  the  Masonry,  piles  and  timbers 
imbedded  in  rip-rap,  which  were  put  in  the  old  structure  in 
large  quantities,  would  be  worse  than  useless,  as  they  would 
have  to  be  removed  at  heavy  cost  before  the  site  could  be 
prepared  for  sinking  coffer-dams  and  building  new  piers. 

It  is  necessfiry  to  keep  the  river  unobstructed  as  much  as 
possible,  and  for  this  purpose,  limiting  the  piers  to  two, 
involves  the  introduction  of  long  spans  which  require  corres- 
ponding height ;  at  the  same  time  the  approach  must  be  kept 
down  to  secure  light  grades;  it  therefore  becomes  necessary 
to  flatten  the  arches,  and  increase  the  amount  of  material  and 
consequently  the  cost. 

I  have  also  made  plans  and  estimates  for  an  iron  bridge. 
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using  the  abutments  and  piers  under  water,  which  are  already 
there  as  they  could  no  doubt  be  made  sufficient  for  the  vertical 
pressure  of  an  iron  bridge,  while  they  would  be  worthless  in 
resisting  the  lateral  pressure  of  the  stone  arches.  An  iron 
bridge  with  wooden  pavement  can  be  built  for  $310,000.

Dear  Sir: — A  careful  comparison  of  measures  taken  dur- 
ing several  years  at  Chestnut  street  bridge,  shows  that  the 
movement  is  not  limited  to  the  settlement  of  the  retaining, 
walls  and  earth  filling  on  the  west  approach,  but  that  the 
longitudinal  pressure  of  the  iron  arches  has  an  effect  on  the 
main  abutment,  to  counteract  which  provision  should  be 
made  as  soon  as  possible,  and  I  recommend  that  an  appropria- 
tion of  $50,000  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

The  whole  western  approach  and  abutment  is  built  upon, 
piles ;  the  main  abutment  consists  of  heavy  masonry,  44  feet 
by  55  feet  square,  resting  on  397  piles  which  are  driven  24 
feet  deep  to  hard  bottom.  These  are  sufficient  to  withstand 
all  settlement,  but  the  consistency  of  the  muck  through  which 
they  are  driven  and  the  exact  measm-e  of  its  capacity  to  resist 
horizontal  pressure  is  unknown. 

The  most  economical  and  direct  method  of  applying  a 
proper  remedy  under  the  various  adverse  conditions  existing, 
is  such  an  important  problem,  that  I  respectfully  request  of 
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your  honorable  bodies  authority  to  take  officially  into  con- 
sultation and  obtain  tiie  opinions  and  advice  of  two  or  three 
eminent  engineers  before  proceeding  with  the  work. 

In  the  meantime  I  ask  that  the  necessary  appropriation 
may  be  made.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  .City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  Tliat  so  much  of  the  "  Ordinance  to 
create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor,"  ap- 
proved December  29,  A.  D.  1870,  and  the  supplements  thereto,, 
as  provides  for  the  election  of  Fire  Commissioners,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  present  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  is  abolished  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1882. 

Sec.  2.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  shall,  in  Joint  Convention,  in  the  month  of 
June,  A.  D.  1882,  and  every  three  years  thereafter,  and 
whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  removal 
by  resolution  of  Councils,  or  otherwise,  elect  a  Superintendent 
of  the  Fire  Department,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  He  shall  give  bonds  with  at  least  two  sureties 
in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Sec.  3.  Select  and.  Common  Councils  shall  have  the  power 
to  dismiss,  by  a  resolution,  the  said  Superintendent  for  cause, 
duly  investigated  and  substantiated  by  a  Joint  Committee  of 
Councils;  no  notice  of  such  dismissal  shall  be  otherwise 
required. 

Sec.  4.  The  salary  of  the  Superintendent  shall  l)e  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars  per  annum,  and  he  shall  have  the 
full,  entire  control  and  management  of  the  said  Fire  Depart- 
ment, make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  relative  thereto, 
appoint  each  and  all  the  employees  thereof  (subject  to  the 
advice  and  consent  of  Select  Council),  and  shall  exercise  each 
and  every  power  which  is  conferred  upon  the  Fire  Conuuis- 
sioners  and  the  Chief  Engineer  by  the  ordinance  of  December- 
29,  A.  D.  1870,  and  the  supplements  thereto. 
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Sec.  5.  The  employees  of  the  said  Department  and  those  to 
be  appointed  bv  the  Superintendent  as  aforesaid  shall  be  those 
mentioned  and  desio-nuted  in  existing  ordinances  and  no  more, 
and  they  shall  possess  the  requirements  necessary  to  make 
good  and  efficient  firemen,  and  such  qualifications  as  are 
required  by  the  said  existing  laws. 

Sec.  6.  Tlie  question  of  the  political  opinions  of  the  appli- 
cant shall  not  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Superin- 
tendent in  his  selection  of  employees  for  the  said  Department, 
and  no  employee  shall  be  dismissed  from  tlie  said  Department 
on  account  of  his  political  opinions. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  case  of  the  dismissal  of  any  employee  from 
the  Department  by  the  Superintendent  he  shall  at  the  first 
first  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  of  Coun- 
cils thereafter  report  the  same  with  the  causes  for  said  dis- 
missal and  the  facts  pertaining  thereto. 

Sec.  8.  The  employees  of  this  Department  shall  be  pro- 
hibited from  becoming  candidates  for  any  political  (jffices,  or 
delegates  to  any  political  conventions,  or  members  of  any 
city,  ward  or  division  committees.  Any  violation  of  this  law 
shall  be  considered  as  a  good  and  sufficient  cause  for  dismissal 
from  the  Department. 

Si<XL  9.  It  sliall  be  unlawful  for  the  Superintendent  or  any 
member  of  the  Department  to  levy  or  collect  any  assessments 
for  any  political  ])urpose  whatever  upon  the  employees  of 
this  Department  under  penalty  of  dismissal. 

Sec.  10.  All  contracts  for  supplies  or  for  leasing,  jnirchas- 
ing,  altering  property,  excepting  the  repairs  to  ap])aratus, 
harness,  and  the  shoeing  of  horses,  whatsoever,  shall  be  adver- 
tised for  by  the  said  Superintendent  three  times  in  two  daily 
morning  and  two  daily  evening  newspapers,  and  the  contract 
a\varded  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly,  a})proved 
May  23,  1874,  entitled  "  An  Act  dividing  the  Cities  of  this 
State  into  three  classes":  Provided,  That  all  bids  and  pro- 
jMisals  received  in  answer  to  the  said  advertisements  shall  be 
opened,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  in  tlie 
presence  of  the  said  Sujjcrintendent  and  the  proper  Committee

Five  P.  M. ;  provided  that  not  more  than  twenty  cattle,  or 
thirty  hogs  shall  constitute  a  drove,  and  that  the  droves  be 
kept  not  less  than  500  feet  apart,  and  that  no  drove  shall  be 
in  charge  of  less  than  two  persons.  And  provided  further, 
that  nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  <'<)nstrued 
as  to  hinder  or  interfere  with  the  landing,  transit  to  place  of 
sale,  sale  and  delivery  to  places  designated  by  purchasers  of 
imported  foreign  animals,  or  to  cattle  sold  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Twenty-seventh  Wards  sold  to  be  delivered  to 
points  outside  of  the  City. 
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Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  drive  any  horned 
cattle,  slieep  or  swine  within  the  limits  of  this  City  at  any 
hour  on  Sunday. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  cattle,  or  swine  die,  or  be  injured  on  the 
highway,  the  same  must  be  removed  by  the  owner  or  persons 
in  charge  within  two  hours  after  such  death  or  injury. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  found  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  being  either  the  owner  or  driver, 
or  both,  of  horned  cattle,  or  swine,  shall  be  arrested  and  be  taken 
before  any  Magistrate  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  and  costs,  the  same  to  be 
collected  in  the  usual  manner  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are,  and  are  intended  to  be  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  introduction  and  use  of  underground  conduits, 
electrical  cables  and  wires  for  electrical  conductors  in  the  streets 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  Philadel- 
phia do  ondain,  That  all  corporations,  firms  and  persons  to 
whom  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  may  hereafter  grant 
the  privilege  and  permission  of  running  undei'ground  con- 
duits for  electrical  conductors  or  cables  or  wires  in  the  streets 
of  Philadelphia  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this 
general  ordinance, 

§ec.  2.  That  no  street,  ally,  lane  or  road  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  be  broken  by  any  person  or  persons  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  down  conduits  for  electrical  conductors 
or  cables  or  wires  unless  the  permission  of  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  be  first  obtained  by  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  3.  That  during  the  construction  or  laying  of  said 
underground  conduits  or  conductors,  no  street  shall  be  open 
or  the  paving  broken  into  for  a  greater  distance  than  five 
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hundred  feet  at  any  one  time,  and  said  opening  or 
trenches  shall  not  be  of  greater  width  than  two  feet.  As  the 
work  progresses  under  the  above  conditions  the  paving  shall 
be  promptly  relaid  and  the  streets  put  in  as  good  condition  as 
before  it  was  broken  into. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  corporations,  firms  or  persons  occupying 
the  streets  with  underground  electrical  conduits  or  cables  or 
wires  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  gas  and  water  mains, 
services  and  sewers,  and  connections  to  the  sewers,  and  also 
for  any  damages  caused  by  or  ensuing  from  the  opening  of 
trenches  or  condition  of  the  streets  resulting  from  the  laying 
of  the  conduits  or  cables  or  wires  or  making;  connections  for 
which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  would  otherwise  be  liable  and 
the  said  bond  so  to  be  filed  shall  contain  a  provision  to  that 
effect. 

Sec.  5.  Before  making  any  openings  in  the  streets  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  conduits  or  cables  or  wires  or  making  con- 
nections with  the  same,  there  shall  be  filed  in  the  Depart- 
ments of  Surveys,  Highways  and  Police  and  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph  ])lans  and  specifications  showing  the  location  and 
elevation  of  the  conduits  or  cables  or  wires  and  a  permit  shall 
be  obtained  from  the  Highway  Department,  and  in  default 
of  obtaining  the  same,  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  so 
open  the  streets  without  a  permit  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalty  now  fixed  by  ordinance  for  each  and  every  such 
offence. 

Sec.  6.  The  application  for  the  said  permit  must  state  the 
location  of  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  excavation  is  to  be 
made,  and  if  the  purpose  is  for  making  connection  with  any 
building,  there  must  be  appended  to  the  application  the  writ- 
ten assent  of  the  owner  and  occupant  of  the  property  into 
which  the  electrical  conduits  or  cables  or  wires  are  to  be 
introduced. 

Sec.  7.  All  conductors  which  are  intended  to  carry  cur- 
rents for  electrical  lighting  must  and  shall  be  carried  in  con- 
duits or  cables  separate  and  ajiart  from  those  which  are  to  be 
used  for  currents  intended  for  ordinary  telegraphic  or  tele- 
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phonic  purposes,  and  a  violation  of  this  provision  shall  sub- 
ject the  offender  or  offenders  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars  for  each  and  every  day  during  which  such  violation 
shall  continue,  and  all  rights  or  privileges  heretofore  granted 
to  them  shall  be  deemed  revoked  by  such  violation. 

Sec.  8.  All  circuits  used  for  currents  for  electrical  lighting 
purposes  shall  be  metallic.  That  is,  no  electrical  light  circuit 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  use  the  ground  as  a  part  of  the 
circuit. 

Sec.  9.  When  electrical  lighting  wires  are  carried  into  a 
building  a  suitable  cut-off  shall  be  put  in  whereby  the  current 
can  be  diverted  and  prevented  from  passing  into  the  building. 

Sec.  10.  That  before  the  passage  of  any  electrical  current 
through  the  connections  to  dwellings  and  from  time  to  time 
as  it  may  seem  necessary,  the  work  shall  be  inspected  by  the 
Sui)erintendent  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  and  at 
all  times  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of 
that  officer,  and  his  certificate  of  inspection  and  approval 
must  be  oi3tained  before  the  said  electrical  conductors  are 
used. 

Sec.  11.  The  use  of  any  service  wires  to  dwellings  before 
such  certificate  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph  is  had  shall  subject  every  person  or  firm  so 
using  it  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  or  more  than 
fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec.  12.  That  when  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  desire 
to  use  or  occupy  any  of  the  conduits  or  cables  or  wires  for 
Police,  Fire  Alarm  or  other  municipal  purposes,  she  can  do 
so  upon  notice  to  any  company  or  parties  having  underground 
conduits  of  cables  or  wires  by  payment  of  one-half  of  the 
least  rates  charged  to  private  parties  or  corporations,  such 
payments  to  be  made  for  the  actual  time  of  use  and  without 
further  charge  or  obligation  for  the  use  or  the  costs  for 
repair  or  keeping  the  same  in  order.  The  Superintendent  of 
the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  to  have  the  whole  and 
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absolute  control  of  such  compartments  or  conduits  or  cables- 
or  wires  as  the  City  shall  elect  to  use  for  the  purpose  named. 

Sec.  13.  That  an  annual  payment  of  dollars 

per  mile  or  any  part  thereof  in  length  for  conductors  for 
electrical  lighting  purposes,  and  of  dollars  per 

mile  or  part  thereof  in  length  of  conductors  used  or  to  be 
used  for  telegraphic,  telephonic  or  other  purposes,  siiall  be 
paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  in  yearly  payments,  in  advance,  on 
the  first  ]\Ionday  in  January  of  each  year. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  inspection  of  underground  conduits  or 
cables  or  wires  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

Sec.  15.  That  all  corporations,  firms  or  persons  who  shall 
desire  to  occupy  the  streets  under  ordinance  of  Councils  for 
the  purposes  named  in  this  ordinance  shall  specifically  sub- 
scribe to  the  provisions  hereof  and  file  the  said  bond  before 
the  ordinance  giving  them  such  permission  shall  be  of  any 
force  or  avail. 

Sec.  16.  That  any  corporation,  firm  or  persons  shall  before 
commencing  work  under  any  ordinance  of  Councils  give  their 
bond  and  warrant  of  attorney  with  good  and  sufficient  security 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  often  thousand  (10,000) 
dollars,  conditioned  that  the  corporation,  firm  or  persons  afore- 
said shall  properly  relay  and  pave  all  openings  made  by  it  and 
will  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  of  all 
other  ordinances  of  said  Councils,  now  passed  or  hereafter  to 
be  passed,  regulating  the  maintenance,  taxation  or  operation 
of  telegraph  companies  and  of  electrical  conduits,  wires  or 
cables  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  said  bond  shall  be

My  dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion 
as  to  the  pow^fer  of  Councils  to  make  appropriations  from 
the  surplus  of  receipts  over  expenditures  for  preceding  years, 
for  the  construction  of  permanent  improvements,  I  have  to 
say  as  follows : 

The  question  involves  a  consideration  of  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  11,  1879.  As  long  ago  as  December,  1880, 
in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  a  Sub-committee 
of  Councils,  appointed  to  consider  this  same  subject,  I  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  this  surplus  "  is  at  the  disposal  of 
Councils  for  any  proper  municipal  improvement,  the  payment 
of  a  debt,  or  any  other  such  purpose." 

Since  then  I  have  been  obliged,  from  time  to  time,  to 
examine  the  Act  of  1879,  and  a  greater  familiarity  with  it 
strengthens  me  in  my  former  belief  that  Councils  can  dispose 
of  the  surplus  for  any  proper  municipal  purpose. 

There  were  two  Acts  of  Assembly  passed  on  the  11th  of 
June,  1879,  which  bear  a  close  relation  to  each  other:  one  is 
the  Act  authorizing  the  City  to  fund  her  then  floating  indebt- 
edness (see  P.  L.,  p.  137),  the  other,  the  Act  regulating  muni- 
cipal expenditures  (see  P.  L.,  p.  130),  under  the  operation  of 
which  your  question  arises. 

The  object  of  the  first-mentioned  Act  was  to  remove  the 
burden  of  a  floating  debt ;  the  primary  purpose  of  the  other 
law  was  to  prevent  the  City  from  ever  again  having  such  a 
burden. 

This  is  apparent  from  its  every  provision,  and  this  end 
being  accomplished  the  intent  of  the  Act  is  fulfilled. 

The  latter  Act  provides  that  the  Controller  shall  furnish 
to  Councils,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  September,  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures  and  liabili- 
ties of  every  kind  for  the  next  year ;  then  for  the  fixing  of 
a  tax  rate  for  such  year ;  there  is  then  established  a  mode  for 
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the  computation  of  a  sum  of  money  against  wliicli  Councils 
may  make  their  appropriations  for  the  needs  of  the  next  fiscal 
year. 

This  sum  is  computed  by  rules  which  inevitably  bring  a 
result  much  within  the  actual  receipts  for  the  year,  and  there 
has  been  at  the  end  of  each  year  since  the  Act  has  been  in 
operation  a  surplus  remaining  after  the  payment  of  all  author- 
ized expenditures. 

The  Act  is  silent  upon  the  subject  of  this  surplus,  no  prt»- 
vision  is  made  in  relation  to  it,  and  from  this  omission  has 
arisen  the  question  of  the  City's  powder  over  it. 

The  full  purpose  of  the  Act  is  accomplished  when  we 
reach  the  end  of  tiie  year,  paying  as  we  go,  and  therefore 
why  should  there  have  been  any  provision  as  to  the  surplus? 

The  framers  of  the  Act  had  no  thought  of  controlling  the 
surplus ;  they  had  a  single  aim,  that  of  avoiding  a  debt,  and 
no  desire  to  hamper  the  operations  of  Councils  beyond  Avhat 
was  necessary  for  that  result. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  argue  that  the  Councils  will  not 
go  into  debt  by  the  expenditure  of  the  surplus  funds  in  the 
City  treasury. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  Act  should  be  read  in  the  light  of 
its  intent,  and  in  the  clearer  view  thus  ol)tained  the  M^ords 
meant  to  eflect  one  end  cannot  easily  be  perverted  to  any 
other  meaning,  and  this  Act,  designed  to  prevent  a  floating 
indebtedness,  will  not  be  construed  so  as  to  tie  up  the  savings 
of  previous  years  and  keep  them  idle  in  the  treasury.

For  repaying  or  repairing  streets  with  Belgian 
blocks,  or  other  improved  material,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  (150,000)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  the  substructure  of  a  stone  bridge  over  the 
Schuylkill  river,  at  Market  street,  three  hundred  thousand 
(300,000)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  repairs  to  Chestnut  street  bridge,  fifty  thou- 
sand (50,000)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  retaining  wall  at  Market  street,  fourteen  thou- 
sand (14,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  the  erection  of  Police  station  houses,  thirty 
thousand  (30,000)  dollars. 

Item  8.  For  the  purchase  of  lots,  erection  of  new  school 
buildings,  and  the  extension  or  addition  to  buildings  now 
erected,  three  hundred  thousand    (300,000)  dollars. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  for  the  above  appropriation

Gentlemen  : — In  reply  to  your  "  Resolution  of  May  18, 
1882,  inquiring  by  what  authority  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  laid  crossing-stones  at  certain  points  on  streets 
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occupied  by  Passenger  Railway  Companies,"  I  would  say  that 
it  had  always  been  done  by  the  City,  prior  to  my  taking 
charge  of  the  Department,  and  had  even  been  directly  ordered 
by  Councils  in  several  instances,  notably  on  Market  street, 
and  I  was  unaware  that  any  of  the  companies  were  required 
to  lay  said  crossings  until  the  inquiry  was  made  of  me  by  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Highways,  when  I  at  once 
ordered  the  contractor  to  lay  no  more  stones  upon  streets  so 
occupied,  until  I  could  communicate  with  the  City  Solicitor 
and  obtain  his  opinion  upon  the  subject,  which  I  immediately 
did  and  found  that  several  of  the  companies  are  so  bound,  and 
shall  hereafter  act  in  strict  accordance  with  said  opinion,  a 
copy  of  which  I  herewith  enclose. 

With  reference  to  the  second  inquiry  contained  in  your 
resolution,  as  to  "  why  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany were  allowed  to  extend  their  tracks  on  certain  streets 
"without  placing  Belgian  blocks  at  the  sides  of  the  same,"  I 
would  say  that  I  called  the  attention  of  the  President  of  the 
road  to  the  matter  at  the  time,  and  he  replied  that  they  had 
opened  the  street  and  commenced  work,  intending  to  put 
down  the  blocks,  but  were  unable  to  obtain  them  at  the  time, 
but  would  do  so  as  soon  as  they  could  make  their  arrange- 
ments to  procure  them ;  and  in  a  reply  to  a  recent  inquiry 
from  me,  as  to  when  they  intended  to  put  down  said  blocks, 
the  President  informs  me  that  "  they  are  now  doing  the  work," 
a  large  portion  of  which  is  completed.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  relative  to  the  liability 
of  Passenger  Railway  Companies  to  repair  existing  crossings 
and  to  construct  new  crossings,  is  in  part  answered  by  a  recent 
letter  to  you.  You  ask,  first,  "  Whether  in  case  stones  were 
broken  or  worn  out  tiie  repairing  includes  the  laying  of  new 
stones  in  place  thereof?"  The  duty  of  laying  new^  stones  in 
such  cases  is  a  duty  of  repair  and  is  considered  in  my  letter 
to  you  above  referred  to.  Your  second  question  relates  to  the 
duty  of  construction  of  new  crossings,  and  you  ask  whether 
you  can  compel  said  companies  to  lay  new  crossings  where 
you  consider  them  necessary  and  whether  in  case  of  their 
neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  your  order,  you  can  do  the 
work  and  recover  the  cost  from  said  companies  by  suit.  A 
consideration  of  the  charter  obligations  of  the  several  passen- 
ger railway  companies,  with  reference  to  the  duty  to  construct 
new  crossings,  requires  that  they  be  divided  into  several 
classes.  Their  several  obligations  in  this  regard  will  be  found 
in  the  new  City  Digest,  from  page  381  to  389.  First,  The  Phi- 
ladeljihia  and  Gray's  Ferry  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the 
North  Philadelphia  Plank  Road  Company,  the  Second  and 
Third  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the  Fairmount  and 
Arch  Street  Railway  Company,  the  Philadel|)hia  City  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company,  and  the  Schuylkill  River  Passenger 
Railway  Company  are  by  their  several  charters  expressly 
made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  -luly  7, 
1857   (ord.  1857,  j).    1^48),   wliicii    i)i-(>vides,   section  second,. 
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"And  they  shall  be  further  required  to  lay  flag-stones  or 
crossings  along  the  line  of  the  paved  streets  upon  which  the 
rails  are  laid  at  intervals  not  exceeding  250  feet,  and  any 
neglect,  omission,  or  refusal  to  do  so,  on  the  part  of  any  such 
company,  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50 
for  each  and  every  offence,  recoverable  before  an  Alderman 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  payable  into  the  City 
Treasury." 

Second.  The  Richmond  and  Schuylkill  Passenger  Rail- 
ways and  the  Ridge  Avenue  and  Manayunk  Passenger  Rail- 
way Companies  are,  by  their  several  charters  made  subject  to 
allordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  heretofore  or  that 
may  be  hereafter  passed  regulating  city  passenger  railways  in 
said  city,  and  the  Lombard  and  South  Street  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  and  the  People's  Passenger  Railway  Company 
are  made  subject  to  all  ordinances  of  the  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  The  railway  companies  mentioned  in  this 
second  class  are  therefore  subject  not  only  to  the  ordinance  of 
July  7,  1857,  above  referred  to,  but  also  to  the  ordinance  of 
April  1,  1859  (ord.  p.  140),  which  provides,  section  first,, 
"  First,  they  shall  be  required  to  lay  flag-stones  or  crossings 
of  not  less  than  two  feet  in  width  across  the  entire  width  of 
all  paved  streets,  occupied  by  them  at  each  and  every  public 
lane,  street  or  alley  opening  upon  any  street  or  highway  upon 
which  the  rails  are  laid  and  where  no  such  street,  lane  or  alley 
opens  thereon,  then  the  flagging  shall  be  at  the  distance  of 
not  exceeding  250  feet." 

Section  5,  of  the  ordinance  of  April  1,  1859,  provides  that 
"  For  each  and  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance such  railroad  company  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  $50,  and 
for  every  continued  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof, 
after  notice  by  the  Commissioner  of  Highways,  the  penalty 
shall  be  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  the  violation  con- 
tinues, and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  have 
authority,  when  directed  by  Councils,  to  stop  the  running  of 
all  cars  upon  any  road  whose  company  refuses  to  pay  the 
penalties  as  provided  herein." 

Third.  The  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company,  by  its 
charter,  is  expressly  required,  at  its  own  exj^ense,  to  lay  flag- 
stones or  crossings  along  the  lines  of  paved- streets  in  their 
route,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  200  feet,  and  to  be  at  the 
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entire  cost  of  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  that  may  be 
necessary  upon  any  streets  where  the  track  of  said  company 
may  be  laid. 

Fourth.  The  companies  named  under  the  above  heads  are 
the  only  companies  which,  from  their  charters  appear  to  be 
expressly  required  to  perform  the  duty  of  constructing  street- 
crossings,  although  the  following  named  passenger  railway 
companies  are,  by  their  several  charters,  made  subject  to  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  regulating  the  run- 
ning of  passenger  cars :  the  Continental  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  the  Empire  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the  West 
End  Passenger  Railway  Company,  and  the  Lehigh  Avenue 
Passenger  Railway  Company. 

The  remaining  railway  companies  to  which  I  have  not  re- 
ferred, while  subject  to  the  duty  of  repairs,  do  not  seem  to  be 
required  specifically  to  construct  new  crossings  at  points  along 
the  line  of  their  rails.  Your  mode  of  precedure  is  defined 
in  the  ordinances  of  July  7,  1857,  and  April  1,  1859,  to 
which  I  have  above  referred,  and  these  you  will  find  in  full 
in  the  New  Digest,  pages  391  to  395.

Dear  Sir  : — a  careful  comparison  of  measures  taken 
during  several  years  at  Chestnut  street  bridge  shows  that  the 
movement  is  not  limited  to  the  settlement  of  the  retaining 
walls  and  earth  filling  on  the  west  approach,  but  that  the 
longitudinal  pressure  of  the  iron  arches  has  an  effect  on  the 
main  abutment,  to  counteract  which  provision  should  be  made 
as  soon  as  possible  and  I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$50,000  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

The  whole  western  approach  and  abutment  is  built  upon 
piles  ;  the  main  abutment  consists  of  heavy  masonry,  44  feet 
by  55  feet  square,  resting  on  397  piles,  which  are  driven  24 
feet  deep  to  hard  bottom.  These  are  sufficient  to  withstand 
all  settlement,  but  the  consistency  of  the  muck  through  which 
they  are  driven  and  the  exact  measure  of  its  capacity  to  resist 
horizontal  pressure  is  unknown. 

The  most  economical  and  direct  method  of  applying  a 
proper  remedy  under  the  various  adverse  conditions  existing 
is  such  an  important  problem  that  I  respectfully  request  of 
your  honorable  bodies  authority  to  officially  take  into  consul- 
tation and  obtain  the  opinions  and  advice  of  two  or  three 
eminent  engineers  before  proceeding  with  the  work.  In  the 
meantime  I  ask  that  the  necessary  appropriation  may  be 
made.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Philadelphia  Steam  Supjily  Company  to  lay  its 
mains  in  the  streets  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the   Philadelphia  Steam  Sup- 
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ply  Company,  a  corporation  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  its  successors,  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  right 
to  lay  mains  and  pipes  in  the  highways  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, with  the  neeessary  connections  with  the  buildings  of 
those  desiring  to  use  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
heat  and  poM^er  to  the  public  by  means  of  steam,  and  for  that 
purpose  to  make  the  necessary  excavations  therein,  subject  to 
the  following  regulations. 

Sec.  2.  Said  company  shall,  from  time  to  time,  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  an  accurate  map  or  plan  of  that  part  of  the 
street  in  which  it  may  desire  to  lay  its  pipes,  showing  the 
location,  number,  and  size  of  such  proposed  pipes,  and  also 
the  situation  of  the  water  and  gas  mains,  sewers,  and  conduits 
for  electric  conductors  already  laid  therein,  and  a  duplicate 
thereof  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  Police  and  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph,  and  thereupon,  if  it  shall  appear  that  the 
said  proposed  pipes  do  not  interfere  with  such  water  and  gas 
mains,  sewers,  and  conduits,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  of  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  grant  a  permit 
to  said  company  to  open  the  said  street  described  in  the  plan, 
and  lay  therein  the  said  pipes,  with  the  necessary  man-holes 
and  connections,  and  to  authorize  the  making  of  such  addi- 
tional connections  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  necessary  for 
persons  desiring  to  use  the  steam. 

Sec.  3.  Before  commencing  the  work  of  opening  the  street 
under  said  permit,  the  said  Philadelphia  Steam  Supply  Com- 
pany shall  file  a  satisfactory  bond  with  the  City  Solicitor, 
with  sufficient  security,  in  an  amount  equal  to  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars  per  mile  for  the  distance  covered  by  said 
permit,  conditioned  that  it  will  perform  the  work  of  opening 
and  repaving  said  street,  and  will  keep  in  repair  the  part  so 
opened  and  repaved  by  it  in  accordance  witli  law  and  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  will  forever  save  harmless 
and  indemnify  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  all  damages, 
loss,  and  expense  arising  from  any  and  all  injuries  to  either 
persons  or  property  for  which  the  City  may  at  any  time  become 
liable,  and  any  expense  to  which  the  City  may  be  subjected  hy 
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reason  of  the  laying  of  said  mains  and  pipes,  and  conditioned 
also  that  it  will  duly  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  tax  or 
license  fee  hereinafter  imposed. 

Sec.  4.  The  work  of  opening  the  streets  and  of  repaying 
and  keeping  in  repair  the  same,  shall  be  done  by  said  com- 
pany, under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  of  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  (500) 
feet  of  any  street  shall  be  opened  at  one  time,  and  said  work 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  applicable  to  such  work. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Philadelphia  Steam  Supply  Company 
shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  af  fifty  (50)  dollars- 
to  pay  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  also 
pay  to  him  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,, 
the  sum  of  three  cents  per  lineal  foot  of  street,  or  such  sum 
as  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by  Councils,  to  which  it  has  there- 
tofore laid  its  service  pipes.

Sec,  6.  Satisfiictory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the

It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  inspector  to  remain  upon  the  ground  during 
the  whole  time  of  the  construction  of  such  branch  sewers 
and  to  reject  all  material  and  workmanship  as  are  not  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  contract  and  specification.  He  shall  also 
make  such  reports  and  tests  of  material  and  work  as  may  be 
directed. 

Sec.  2.  Said  inspector  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Highways  for  branch  sewers  and 
inlets  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  per  month 
while  in  the  })erformance  of  his  duties. 

Sec.  3.  No  warrant  shall  be  issued  for  the  payment  of  the 
construction  of  any  branch  sewer  until  the  certificate  of  the 
inspector  on  duty  shall  be  duly  filed  with  the  Chief  Engineer, 
sworn  to  before  a  person  qualified  to  administer  oaths,  certi- 
fying that  such  sewer  has  been  built  in  every  respect  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  specifications  and  contract.

My  Dear  Sir  : — The  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company 
is  constrained  to  notify  the  City  of  Phihidelphia,  through 
your  body,  of  the  constant  injury  done  it  by  the  laying  of 
perishable  pavement  in  streets  occupied  by  it.  By  an  ordi- 
nance of  October,  16,  1860  (page  362  of  Ordinances),  it  is 
provided  that  whenever  any  portion  of  any  passenger  railway 
shall  be  relaid,  the  sides  thereof  shall  be  paved  with  cubical 
blocks  or  granite  on  each  side  of  the  rails.  This  corporation, 
recognizing  the  reasonableness  of  this  provision,  has  con- 
formed to  it,  so  that  in  a  short  time  the  entire  line  of  railway 
•owned  by  it  will  conform  to  the  ordinance.  By  a  series  of 
ordinances  and  by  the  action  of  the  Highway  Committee,  it 
is  believed,  artificial  stone  pavements  are  laid  on  the  streets 
in  which  the  lines  of  this  company  are,  and  instead  of  laying 
;such  pavement  without  disturbing  the  cubical  blocks,  uniformly 
the  same  are  removed,  so  that  ruts  along  the  line  beside  the  rails 
are  so  worn  and  the  streets  put  out  of  rej^air — it  is  suggested 
that  all  such  grants  should  be  carefully  guarded  so  that  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  1860,  as  cited,  are  not  im- 
paired. A  further  subject  we  are  obliged  to  call  to  your  no- 
tice— all  paving,  other  than  cobljle  and  natural  stone  blocks, 
is  in  a  few  years  worthless.  It  cannot  be  repaired  in  the  or- 
dinary sense  of  the  term.  On  Spring  Garden  street  patent 
■]>avements  hardly  have  lasted  three  years.  We  therefore  now 
•expressly  inlurm  the  City,  that  whatever  be  the  duty  of  the 
■corporation  under  its  charter  to  repair  the  streets,  that  we 
shall  contest  our  liability  to  repair  or  renew  when  these  arti- 
ficial paveuKMits  have  been  laid.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  appointed  December  1, 
1881,  under  a  resolution  of  Common  Council  (See  Appendix 
69)  to  investigate  the  management  of  the  Almshouse  and  the 
Board    of    Guardians    of    the    Poor,    respectfully    report    as 

follows  : 
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The}'  have  held  over  thirty  (30)  meetings  for  the  examina- 
tion of  witnesses,  and  liave  heard  the  testimony  of  between 
ninety  and  one  hundred  witnesses.  The  testimony  has  been 
taken  down  stenographically,  and  a  copy  printed  by  a  type- 
writing machine  forwarded  to  eacli  member.  This  assistance 
has  been  given  the  Committee  by  the  Committee  of  One 
Hundred,  as  well  as  the  aid  of  eminent  counsel  in  the  exami- 
nation of  the  witnesses. 

Some  of  the  Guardians,  as  well  as  the  Superintendent,  were 
rejH'esented  in  the  investigation  by  counsel,  and  were  permit- 
ted to  call  such  witnesses  as  they  desired.  They  availed 
themselves  of  this  privilege  by  examining  some  twenty-nine 
witnesses. 

The  testimony  is  voluminous,  making,  apart  from  the  ex- 
hil)its,  about  fourteen  hundred  and  fifty  (1,450)  pages. 

The  whole  of  this  evidence  has  been  read  and  carefully 
considered  by  the  Committee  since  the  close  of  the  testimonv. 

It  would  be  impracticable,  as  well  as  unprofitable,  to  dis- 
cuss the  testimony  of  each  witness,  and  the  Committee  have 
tlicrefore  adopted  the  })lan  of  stating  the  conclusions  of  facts 
which  they  find,  and  briefly  referring  to  such  jmrts  of  the 
evidence  as  they  deem  pertinent. 

First. — The  Committee  find  that  the  system  of  keeping  ac- 
counts at  the  Almshouse  is  one  which  affords  no  suflBcient 
check  upon  peculation  ;  that  it  is  so  defective  that  those  in 
control  of  the  institution,  or  their  chief  subordinates,  can,  if 
they  so  desire,  rob  the  city  to  almost  any  extent. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Godshall,  an  expert  accountant,  examined  the 
books,  and  testified  that  they  kept  no  commercial  account 
books  there.  So  much  of  a  bill  of  goods  as  belonged  to  a 
particular  item  is  cliarged  u})  against  that  item,  without  de- 
tailing the  goods  purchased  or  their  quantity.  All  that  this 
mode  of  entry  shows  is  how  much  of  the  item  is  exhausted. 
He  testified  that  they  kept  no  account  of  the  distribution  of 
goods,  and  that  the  only  way  in  which  they  could  tell,  or 
claimed  to  be  able  to  tell,  whether  any  specific  article  was  ex- 
hausted, was  by  finding  it  no  longer  in  the  storehouse. 

In  the  manufacturing  department  they  keep  only  a  memo- 
randum book,  in  which  they  put  down  the  price  of  a  manu- 
factured article,  and  balance  that  entrv  by  an  artificial  entrv 
26 
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of  the  same  amount  on  the  other  side  of  the  account  to  repre- 
sent the  cost. 

Mr.  Godshall  concludes,  from  his  examination,  that  "  there 
is  no  system  of  commercial  accounts  kept  whatever  by  wliicli 
you  can  tell  whether  the  goods  received  are  properly  dis- 
tributed or  not ;  and  no  books  kept  by  which  any  expert  can 
discover  their  correctness  a  month  after  the  entries  have  been 
made." 

This  opinion  by  the  only  expert  who  was  examined  is  not 
contradicted  by  any  testimony  which  is  deserving  of  con- 
sideration. 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Gill,  a  Guardian,  testified  that  he  thought 
the  system  correct,  but  could  make  a  different  kind  of  a  check 
himself.  We  considered  the  people  honest.  Mr.  Keyser, 
another  Guardian,  considers  this  mode  of  keeping  books  sat- 
isfactory.    He  gives  no  reason  for  the  faith  that  is  in  him. 

Mr.  Brown,  tlie  storekeeper,  who  receives  the  goods  at  the 
Almshouse,  testified  that  he  distributed  them  upon  requisi- 
tions contained  in  books  retained  by  the  heads  of  the  difierent 
departments,  and  the  only  system  he  had  was  to  keep  an  item 
book  and  bill  book.  The  item  book  contained  entries  sucli 
as  Mr.  Godshall  described,  but  the  bill  book  had  in  addition 
copies  of  the  bills.  He  lias  never  balanced  his  books,  and 
tlie  accounts  are  never  audited,  we  are  told  by  Mr,  Gill. 

Mr.  Snyder,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  manufacturing  depart- 
ment, testified  that  no  invoice  of  stock  had  been  taken  for 
three  years,  and  that  he  could  not  do  it  without  an  invoice 
book  ;  and  that  the  book  had  been  taken  from  him  by  a  com- 
mittee of  tlie  Guardians.  He  thought  he  ought  to  certify  the 
bills  of  the  goods  delivered  to  him,  and  corroborated  Mr. 
Godshall  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  price  and  cost  of 
manufactured  articles  were  niade  to  balance. 

Mr.  Huggard,  another  Guardian,  testified  that  the  mode  of 
book-keeping  was  defective,  and  that  there  was  no  way  in 
which  the  delivery  of  nine  hundred  pounds  in  place  of  one 
thousand  pounds  could  be  detected. 

This  is  all  the  evidence  on  this  subject,  and  the  Committee 
are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  under  the  system  of  book- 
keeping at  the  Almshouse  there  exists  the  amplest  opportu- 
nity of  defrauding  this  city  without  any  trace  of  the  fraud  in 
the  books  of  the  institution. 
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The  Committee  further  find  that  the  supply  of  food  and 
clothing  at  the  Alniishouse  has  not  been  sufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  inmates ;  that  the  quality  of  the  food  has  been 
poor  and  the  attendance  not  as  good  as  it  should  be. 

On  these  subjects  a  great  many  witnesses  were  examined. 
Most  of  them,  however,  may  be  divided  into  the  following 
classes,  viz.,  pauper  inmates,  employees,  guardians,  visitors, 
doctors,  and  contractors.  Besides  these,  there  was  the  evi- 
dence of  the  flour  inspector  and  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Committee  have  not  relied  upon  the  testimony  of  pau- 
per inmates,  except  where  corroborated  by  other  and  different 
evidence ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  they  have  attached  very 
little  weight  to  the  evidence  of  the  nurses  now  employed 
there.  It  is  quite  obvious  why  testimony  coming  from  either 
of  these  classes  must  be  scanned  very  closely  and  re<'eived 
with  great  caution. 

The  pauper  inmates  all  complained  that  the  food  was  insuf- 
ficient in  quantity,  and  bad  in  quality.  They  say  the  bread 
is  sour  and  soggy,  the  milk  there  often  sour  and  deficient  in 
(piantity,  and  the  meat  poor  and  badly  cooked.  This  consti- 
tuted the  bulk  of  the  diet  apart  from  the  special  diet  list  of 
the  hospital  department.  This  evidence  was  hardly  contra- 
dicted, except  in  a  general  way  by  Major  Phipps,  the  Super- 
intendent, who  said  there  was  nothing  to  complain  of.  The 
flour  inspector,  Stewart,  inspected  several  lots  of  flour  in- 
tended for  the  Almshouse,  and  refused  to  pass  them.  Some 
of  this  flour  he  said  was  unfit  for  a  human  being  to  eat. 

Charles  Eldridge,  Avho  was  a  clerk  for  J.  B.  Myers,  testi- 
fied that  Myers  (who  was  then  a  member  of  Councils)  fur- 
nishetl  butter  and  eggs  to  the  Alms  House  worth  from  one- 
half  to  two-thirds  the  price  paid  for  them,  and  just  that 
much  below  the  quality  of  the  sample  furnished  upon  which 
the  contract  had  been  awarded.  Jacob  Schleigh,  who  was  a 
clerk  for  AV.  AV.  Thompson,  testified  that  Thompson,  in  the 
same  way,  furnished  butter  worth  about  two-thirds  of  the 
price  paid. 

These  were  the  only  persons  who  were  willing  to  testify 
food  supplied  the  Almshouse,  out  of  more  than  fifty  ]>ersons 
subpoenaed  for  that  purpose  who  had  furnished  su])pli(s, 

Mary  Buckley,  the  Matron  in  charge  of  the  Female  De- 
partment; Reliecca   Watson,  the   Housekeeper;  .Iciinv   Wil- 
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son,  the  jNIatron  in  the  Children's  De])artment,  and  Elizabeth 
Clements,  the  Head  Xurse  in  the  AVomaii's  Surgical  Ward, 
all  concurred  in  saying  that  the  food  was  sufficient  and  good, 
the  clothing  plenty,  and  Major  Phipps  an  admirable  officer. 
The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  evidence  of  these  four 
witnesses  must  be  rejected.  Mr.  Francis  Wells  testifies  that 
Mrs.  Buckley  told  him  exactly  the  opposite  of  what  she  testi- 
fied to,  oil  the  occasions  of  his  visits  to  the  Almshouse  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities.  Miss  Wilson  is 
directly  contradicted  both  by  Mr.  Crew  and  Mr.  Harrah,  and 
Mrs.  Watson  and  Clements  testify  to  a  diet  which  no  one  pre- 
tends to  claim  ever  was  furnished  at  the  Almshouse,  viz.,  beef 
steak  every  morning  for  breakfast  and  beef  steak  and  eggs 
daily. 

In  sharp  contrast  with  this  evidence  is  the  testimony  of 
Mrs.  Anna  J.  Garrett,  who  was  formerly  Chief  Nurse  in  the 
Venereal  Department  of  the  Almshouse,  and  is  now  Matron 
of  the  Rosine  Home.  Removed  from  the  influencess  which 
seem  to  surround  and  affect  those  now  in  the  employment  of 
the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  she  testifies  that  in  the  winter  ot 
1881  her  patients  suffered  from  cold ;  that  all  they  had  for 
breakfast  was  bread  and  coffee,  without  milk  or  sugar,  and 
only  sometimes  with  butter;  that  for  supper  the  diet  was  the 
same,  except  tea  was  substituted  for  coffee,  and  for  dinner 
they  had  soup,  bread  and  meat  four  times  a  week,  and  soup, 
bread  and  fish  twice  a  week ;  that  the  amount  of  meat  was 
what  one  would  give  a  twelve-year-old  child  ;  that  they  were 
without  butter  for  three  or  four  months  at  a  time;  that  the 
bread  was  sour  and  bad ;  that  there  was  no  regular  service  of 
vegetables,  and  they  had  for  the  Ward  half  a  dozen  of  eggs 
per  day.     Such  is  her  evidence. 

John  Marshall,  who  was  Superintendent  of  the  Milkhouse,. 
testifies  that  the  milk  was  first  skimmed  before  it  was  served, 
and  that  the  fresh  milk  was  mixed  with  the  old  milk,  and 
often  the  whole  made  sour ;  and  that  during  the  two  years  he 
was  there  he  saw  some  of  the  inmates  of  the  Old  Men's  De- 
partment without  bedding  and  without  underclothes. 

The  story  of  the  pauper  inmates  is  in  its  essential  features 
further  corroborated  by  the  visitors.  Among  these  visitors 
were  Mr.  Wells  and  Mr.  Harrah,  already  spoken  of,  gentle- 
men well  known  in  the  community,  and  of  extensive  expe- 
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rience  and  knowledge  of  the  management  of  public  institu- 
tions. 

M:'.  Wells  says  the  food  and  clothing  are  insufficient,  and 
the  {juulity  of  the  food  injurious.  Mr.  Harrah  found  the 
bread  in  the  Hospital  sour,  the  babies'  bottles  uncleaned,  and 
the  institution  the  worst  managed  he  had  ever  seen. 

Clement  B.  Love  and  J.  W.  Van  Culin,  both  membei's  of 
the  Grand  Jury  which  inspected  the  Almshouse  in  April, 
1881,  and  the  latter  Foreman  of  the  Jury,  found  the  biead 
and  milk  sour  and  bad,  and  that  the  little  children  had  no 
coats  nor  hats,  and  were  compelled  to  stay  in  the  house  for 
this  reason. 

Most  of  the  Guardians  had  very  little  to  say  about  the  food, 
(^lothing  and  attendance.  The  President  of  the  Board,  ]Mr. 
Chambers,  said  he  knew  nofhitiy  about  bread,  milh  or  beef,  and 
had  heard  no  compluhits  about  clothing.  Mr.  Gill  said  noth- 
ing. ]\Ir.  Orr  said  the  butter  was  sometimes  not  up  to  the 
standard,  and  the  bread  Mas  sometimes  sour.  j\Ir.  Lane  was 
not  examined  on  the  subject,  nor  was  Mr.  Keyser.  Mr.  Mc- 
Aleer  had  seen  bad  flour,  wiiich  he  had  ordered  sent  back. 
Mr.  Daly  said  the  tea  and  coffee  ought  to  be  better,  and  that 
the  flour  is  sometimes  good  and  sometimes  bad,  and  Mr,  Hug- 
gard  considered  the  tea  and  coffee  abominable,  and  the  bread 
was  sometimes  sour. 

The  evidence  of  the  Guardians  throws  very  little  light  on 
this  subject.  The  Doctors  all  have  very  decided  views.  Ex- 
cept, however,  on  one  point,  scarcely  any  of  them  think  alike. 
They  all  agree  in  saying  that  Major  Phipps  is  their  beau  ideal 
of  a  Hospital  Superintendent. 

In  regard  to  food,  clothing  and  attendance  they  differ. 
Before  commenting  on  their  testimony  it  is  well  to  note  that 
their  evidence,  except  that  of  Dr.  Pepper  as  well  as  that  of 
the  four  nurses,  which  the  Committee  have  thought  unworthy 
of  consideration,  is  confined  to  the  Hospital  Dejiartments 
exclusively.  The  following  doctors  were  examined  on  this 
subject:  Drs.  S.  W.  Gross,  Pepper,  Musser,  Pancoast,  J.  M. 
White,  Janney,  Walter  Hoflinan,  AV.  G.  Porter,  Wm.  H. 
Parrish,  D.  O.  Richardson,  and  Montgomery. 

Without  noticing  differences  of  opinion  in  matters  of  detail,, 
the  medical  testimony  may  be  summed  up  as  follows,  viz. : 
Doctors   Pepper,  Janney,  W.  G.    Porter,  Hotfrnan,  I'arrisii,. 
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and  liichardson  think  the  diet  insufficient.  Doctors  S.  W 
Gross,  Musser,  White,  and  Pancoast  have  no  fault  to  find 
with  the  diet  list.  They  say  notliing  about  the  diet  actually 
served.  They  all  think  the  attendance  insufficient  and  the 
food  not  properly  cooked. 

It  is  but  just  to  Do(;tor  Porter  to  say  that  he  at  first  testi- 
fied that  he  thought  the  food  lurnished  was  sufficient  and  of 
proper  quality,  but  he  gave  this  opinion  upon  the  theory  that 
bread  without  l)utter  and  coffee  without  sugar  was  a  good 
enough  diet  for  such  patients  as  they  had  in  the  Almshouse 
Hospital.  He  finally  acknowk'dged,  with  hesitation,  how- 
ever, apparently  still  wedded  to  his  own  idea,  that  such  a  diet 
was  not  a  proper  one. 

The  story  of  the  pauper  inmates  is  thus  seen  to  be  corrob- 
orated by  all  the  witnesses  who  have  testified  so  far  as  the 
character  and  quantity  of  the  food  and  clothing  is  concerned 
oidside  of  the  hospitals,  and  that  in  regard  to  the  hospitals 
their  evidence  is  sustained  by  the  visitors,  by  the  weight  of 
the  medical  evidence,  and  is  only  contradicted  by  the  four 
nurses,  whose  testimony,  for  the  reasons  already  given,  the 
Committee  cannot  accept. 

The  Committee,  therefor,  find  that  the  food  is  not  sufficient 
in  quantity,  that  it  is  bad  m  quality,  that  tlie  clothing  is  not 
sufficient,  and  that  the  attendance  is  defective. 

Before  leaving  this  subject  the  Committee  feel  it  their  duty 
to  call  attention  to  two  facts  which  are  not  disputed,  both  of 
which  are  a  disgrace  to  the  institution  and  to  all  who  control 
its  management.  The  cruelty  permitted  towards  old  paupers 
and  the  insane  and  the  death  of  all  foundlings  brought  to  the 
place  is  difficult  to  write  of  with  calmness.  It  is  in  evidence^ 
and  not  disputed,  indeed  Matthew  McXamara,  a  witness 
called  by  the  guardians,  testified  that  he  was  whipping  from 
eight  to  ten  people  a  day,  when  he  suddenly  went  to  Ireland,, 
in  April,  1880,  there  being  a  great  many  complaints  against 
him.  He  testified  that  his  "  stick  was  his  best  friend,  that  it 
had  a  large  nail  in  the  end  of  it." 

Richard  Perm,  a  policeman,  who,  in  1880,  was  an  attendant 
in  the  Insane  Department  of  the  Almshouse,  testified  that  he 
had  seen  a  man  named  Michael  Houten,  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  Sixth  Ward,  frequently  knock  down  old  insane  people. 
He  said  he  complained  to  Major  Phipps,  but  no  improvement 
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was  made,  and  lie  (Penn)  was  finally  discharged  for  making 
complaints. 

The  death  of  all  the  foundlings  brought  into  the  children's 
department  was  attem})ted  to  be  accounted  for  by  Dr.  Mont- 
gomery and  the  matron  in  charge  on  the  theory  that  they 
were  either  so  drugged  or  diseased  when  they  got  them  that 
they  could  not  be  kept  alive.  The  answer  to  tliis  flimsy 
attempt  to  excuse  the  result  of  a  want  of  proper  care  is  the 
fact  that  when,  in  1881,  the  thirty  survivors  out  of  sixty-six 
were  received  by  the  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  of  those  taken  care  of  by  the  Society  not  one-died. 
The  testimony  of  Mr.  Crew,  the  President  of  the  Society  and 
of  Mr.  Harrar  who  investigated  this  matter  is  that  the  death 
of  these  infants  was  due  to  igiioranGe  and  neglect.  That  sueh 
barbarous  cruelty  should  be  allowed  in  any  civilized  commu- 
nity is  almost  incredible,  and  yet  the  Superintendent  of  this 
institution  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  find 
nothing  in  regard  to  which  they  desire  a  change,  unless  it  is 
in  the  smallness  of  the  appropriations. 

There  can  be  no  right-feeling  person  in  the  community  who 
does  not  feel  that  he  himself  will  in  some  degree  be  responsible 
for  the  continuance  of  sueh  outrages,  antl  it  is  the  earnest 
hope  of  this  Committee,  that  whatever  action  Councils  may 
take  on  this  report,  they  well  at  least  take  such  measures  as 
will  render  impossible  in  any  of  the  institutions  of  this  city, 
the  beating  of  the  poor,  the  crip}>led  and  the  afflicted,  and  the 
abandonment  of  helpless  infants  to  die  for  want  of  ordinary 
care. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  the  condition  of  the  inmates, 
the  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  recommendation  in 
which  nearly  all  the  physicians  agree.  They  urge  the  neces- 
sity of  separating  the  hospital  from  the  poorhouse.  Their 
experience  is  that  very  few  people  are  willing  to  go  there  for 
treatment  if  they  can  possibly  avoid  it,  feeling  that  it  involves 
being  classed  as  a  pauper.  This  keeps  a^ay  a  great  many 
who  need  the  advantages  of  hospital  treatment.  Again  the 
pauper  attendance  in  the  hospitals  is  extremely  inefficient  and 
interferes  with  the  proper  care  of  patients,  and  finally,  when 
a  large  number  of  people,  partly  pau])ers  and  partly  hospital 
patients,  are  provided  for  by  the  same  management,  there  is  a 
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sort  of  average  provision  made  for  all  by  which  the  hospital 
patients  are  the  suiferers. 

These  considerations  have  impressed  the  committee  strongly, 
and  they  recommend  that  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  a  separa- 
tion be  made,  and  that  the  pauper  element  be  placed  elsewhere, 
leaving  the  Almshouse  buildings  for  hospital  purposes  exclus- 
ively. 

Third. — The  Committee  find  as  a  fact,  from  the  evidence, 
that  the  appropriations  made  by  Councils  for  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor  have  been,  to  some  extent — how  great  they  are 
unable  to  state — diverted  from  the  purjsoses  for  which  they 
were  made,  and  have  not  been  truly  accounted  for. 

Warrants — they  were  all  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board — appear  to  have  been  drawn  to  pay  for 
supplies  which  never  reached  the  Almshouse,  or  at  least  were 
never  distributed  there ;  and  also  for  goods  at  a  price  higher 
than  the  market  rate  for  the  goods  actually  delivered. 

The  Committee  are  conscious  that  this  finding  is  a  very 
serious  one,  but  they  have  only  made  it  because  the  evidence 
admits  of  no  other  explanation. 

The  Committee  do  not  base  their  conclusion  upon  the  evi- 
dence in  regard  to  cedar  chests  made  for  guardians  and  doc- 
tors, nor  upon  such  small  matters  as  painting  done  for  Mr. 
Chambers  by  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  or  wooden  steps 
made  for  his  house,  or  the  repairing  of  his  furnace  flues,  or 
upon  the  fact  that  Mr.  Gill  took  away  a  pair  of  boots,  or  any 
such  trifling  matters.  Of  course  it  is  not  proper  that  such 
things  should  be  done.  While  the  doing  of  them  cannot  be 
said  to  injure  the  paupers  in  the  Almshouse  or  the  City,  it 
evidences  a  loose  management  and  a  low  estimate  of  the  duties 
of  their  positson. 

Before  commenting  on  the  evidence  on  which  they  rely, 
the  Committee  desire  to  state  that  the  charges  in  regard  to 
the  coaling  of  the  yachts  "Ella"  and  "Mischief,"  at  the 
Almshouse,  were  proved  to  be  absolutely  and  entirely  un- 
founded. 

The  evidence  is  clear,  however,  supplies  were  regularly 
taken  from  the  Almshouse  and  not  accounted  for. 

The  evidence  of  Mr.  McCloskey  alone  is  not  reliable ;  but 
he  is  corroborated  by  Marshall,  who  had  charge  of  the  milk, 
and  they  testify  that  Shaffer  received  from  six  to  twelve 
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pounds  of  butter  twice  a  week,  made  from  the  cream  skim- 
med from  the  Ahnshouse  milk.  He  also  took  meat.  This 
is  testified  to  by  MeCloskey,  Smith  and  MarshalL  Tlii.s 
Shaffer  had  the  general  charge  of  the  meat,  milk  and  coal. 

The  receipts  from  the  sale  of  emj)tv  packages,  such  as 
barrels,  boxes,  et.  ah,  fell  off  from  §1,182.67  iu  1873  to 
$150.00  in  1879.  Mr.  Chambers  is  unable  to  explain  how 
this  happens.  The  supplies  are  no  less, — or,  to  speak  more 
accurately,  the  supplies  tvhich  are  jmid  for  are  uo  less,  and, 
presumably,  the  packages  in  which  they  are  contained  are  no 
fewer.  The  market  ])rice  of  the  articles  is  not  shown  to  be 
lower.  The  only  explanation  of  the  shortage  in  the  receipts 
is  that  this  pro[3erty  of  the  City  is  either  given  away  or  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  not  turned  in. 

These  items,  however,  do  not  amount  to  a  great  deal,  and 
do  not  account  for  any  considerable  deficiency  in  the  supplies 
which  should  reach  the  various  departments. 

The  Committee  subpoenaed  over  fifty  persons  who  had  fur- 
nished supplies  to  the  Almshouse,  not  one  appeared  to  testify  ; 
— a  fact  significant  in  itsiclf,  but  a  thousandfold  more  so  in 
view  of  the  evidence  of  Moore,  Eldridge  and  Schleigh. 
Moore  bid  to  furnish  certain  brushes  at  $128.40;  lie  did  not 
get  the  contract.  Shortly  afterwards  he  sold  similar  goods  to 
Coyle,  who  was  not  in  the  business,  who  supplied  them  to  the 
Almshouse  at  an  advance  of  $79.20  over  Moore's  bid. 

Charles  Eldridge  was  a  clerk  for  Myers,  who,  in  1879,  was 
a  member  of  Councils,  but  who  nevertheless  had  a  contract 
to  supply  the  Almshouse  with  butter  at  34  cents,  and  eggs  at 
30  cents.  The  butter  really  delivered  was  16-cent  butter, 
and  the  eggs  20-cent  eggs.  During  the  investigation  Messrs. 
Chambers  and  Phipps  called  to  see  ]Myers,  and  after  their 
visit  Myers  requested  the  witness  not  to  testify. 

Jacob  Schleigh  is  a  produce  dealer.  He  was  a  clerk  for 
W.  W.  Thompson  when  Thompson  had  a  contract  to  supply 
butter  to  the  Almshouse.  The  butter  furnished  was  worth 
about  two-thirds  of  the  contract  sample.  The  butter  was 
delivered  early  in  the  year,  and  Schleigh  continued  to  ask 
for  the  warrant,  without  getting  it  till  the  ensuing  fall.  Major 
Phipps  was  written  to  several  times  by  Schleigh  and  by 
Thompson  himself.  Schleigh  then  went  to  the  Controller's 
office,  and  found  that  the  warrant  had  been  paid  within  four 
27 
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weeks  after  the  delivery  of  the  butter.  Schleigh  then  went 
to  the  office  of  the  Guardians,  in  Seventh  street,  and  was  told 
no  warrant  had  come  for  him.  He  then  related  what  he  had 
learned  at  the  Controller's  office,  and  received  his  money 
from  the  Penn  National  Bank,  where  two  gentlemen — one  of 
them  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board — had  driven  him  for  that 
purpose.  He  was  requested  not  to  return  to  the  Controller's, 
and  did  not. 

Controller  Pattison  testifies  that  in  February  of  this 
year  Mr.  McFetrich,  of  the  firm  of  Rocklean  &  McFetrich, 
called  upon  him  to  see  about  getting  his  money  for  li(juors 
supplied  the  Almshouse  by  his  firm.  The  Controller  found 
that  the  warrant,  which  was  for  $186.00,  had  been  paid  in 
February,  1881.  Mr.  McFetrich  then  produced  a  due  bill 
given  by  Major  Phipps  for  this  amount,  dated  January  30, 
1882.  The  Controller  took  a  copy  of  the  due  bill.  Sub- 
sequently McFetrich  and  Phipps  called  together,  and  the 
latter  said  the  warrant  had  been  given  to  the  wrong  man  by 
mistake,  and  that  he  had  assumed  the  debt.  McFetrich  had 
never  mentioned  anything  about  the  loss  of  the  warrant,  and 
in  this  last  interview  he  asked  the  Controller  to  destroy  the 
copy  of  the  due  bill  he  had  taken. 

Jesse  Supplee  was  foreman  in  the  carpenter  shop  at  the 
Almshouse.  His  wages  for  one  month  in  1879  and  for  four 
months  in  1880  were  not  paid  nntil  January,  1881,  when, 
after  being  importuned  very  often  for  payment,  Major  Phipps 
finally  gave  him  an  order,  for  the  amount  due  him,  on  Fred- 
erick Sheeler,  a  ^grocer  on  Market  street,  who  supplied  the 
institution  with  groceries.     The  order  was  paid. 

Mrs.  Anna  J.  Garrett,  who  was  a  nurse  in  the  hospital,  was 
not  paid  for  December,  1879,  till  April,  1881. 

It  was  proved  that  in  the  year  1881  the  item  for  eggs  was 
exhausted  (juite  early  in  the  year  (and  they  certainly  should 
not  have  been  purchased  to  keep),  while  the  entire  item  for 
marketing  (item  20  on  the  appropriation)  of  $20,000  was  ex- 
hausted in  the  latter  part  of  July.  In  regard  to  the  latter 
item  of  *'  Marketing  "  the  following  fact  may  be  noted  : 

There  is  an  item  for  marketing  amounting  generally  to 
i*20,000 ;  there  is  another  item  for  the  board  of  the  resident 
physicians  amounting  to  over  $3,000.  Major  Phipi)s  draws 
on  these  items  cverv  month  and  disburses  the  money  himself. 
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He  claimed  that  it  was  all  spent  for  marketing.  He  further 
said  that  an  account  was  kept  of  its  disbursement  and  pro- 
duced a  book  which  he  said  contained  such  an  account.  He 
said  that  the  marketing-was  purchased  all  together  and  was 
never  separated  except  as  it  was. needed  upon  requisition. 
The  house-keeper  testified  to  the  same  thing.  Upon  an  ex- 
amination of  the  book  he  produced  and  the  vouchers  in  the 
Controller's  office,  it  showed  the  expenditure  of  the  item  of 
$20,000,  but  failed  to  show  how  the  |3,000  was  spent.  Upon 
attention  being  called  to  this  state  of  affairs,  the  book  pro- 
duced was  suppi'essed,  and  never  was  seen  be  the  Committe 
afterwards. 

During  the  progress  of  this  investigation  on  tlie  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  together  with  Mr.  George  D.  McCreary, 
Mr.  Warnock,  a  carpet  dealer,  Mr.  Dongherty,  an  upholsterer, 
and  Marcus  A.  Davis,  in  the  furniture  business,  went  to  the 
Almshouse,  and  in  company  with  Major  Phipps  and  warden 
Arey,  they  made  an  inventory  of  all  the  carpets  and  sets  of 
furniture.  Excluding  the  carpets  purchased  before  1877  as 
old,  the  difference  in  carpets  between  what  the  Controller's 
books  show  as  bought,  in  1878,  and  what  actually  appeared  in 
the  institution  was  3,000  yards.  There  w'as  a  deficiency  in 
ingrain  carpets  alone  of  over  2,500  yards  which  had  been 
entered  as  costing  from  75  cents  to  $1  a  yard. 

Charles  L.  Wolff,  a  clerk  in  the  Controller's  office,  testi- 
fied in  regard  to  the  supplies  furnished  the  Almshouse,  as 
follows : — that  from  the  diet  card  produced  before  the  Com- 
mittee showing  the  quantities  and  the  different  kinds  of  food 
furnished  the  inmates,  he  had  made  a  schedule  of  the  amount 
and  articles  of  food  consumed  by  the  ])opulation  there  during 
1881,  taking  the  census  as  officially  returned  by  the  guardians 
for  that  year. 

Thi'  schedules  made  by  Mr.  Wolff  are  annexed  to  the  tes- 
timony as  exhibits  and  show  how  his  results  are  arrived  at  in 
minute  details. 

Your  Committee  give  only  the  total  figures. 
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Table  showing  the  amount  purchased  and  paid  for  by  the  City,, 
and  the  amount  consumed  as  per  the  Diet  Card  allowance  of 
tea,  coffee,  sugar  and  meat  in  the  year  1881.

The  large  amounts  of  these  standard  supplies  unaccounted 
for,  and  which  no  testimony  was  produced  before  your  Com- 
mittee to  explain,  becomes  all  the  more  significant  in  connec- 
tion with  the  testimony  of  the  expert  accountant  that  '^  there 
is  no  method  of  discovering  the  correctness  of  the  entries  in 
the  books  a  month  after  they  are  made,"  and  with  that  of  Mr. 
Huggard  that  "  900  pounds  could  be  delivered  at  the  institu- 
tion in  place  of  1,000  without  detection." 

Your  committee  had  also  before  them  a  schedule  showing 
the  amount  of  flour  purchased  and  paid  for  by  the  City  in 
1865,  when  the  population  of  the  Almshouse  was  about  the 
same  as  during  1881,  from  which  they  find  that  M'hereas 
4,296  barrels  of  flour  were  sufficient  to  feed  the  City's  poor  in 
1865,  it  required  6,999  barrels  to  accomplish  the  same  amount 
of  good  in  1881.  Showing  either  an  alarininii  increase  in 
the  appetites  of  the  pauper  classes  or  an  equally  alarming 
laxity  in  their  guardianship. 

In  1865,  also,  the  amounts  of  tea  and  coffee  paid  for  were 
practically  the  same  as  the  amounts  which  by  the  above  table 
are  shown  should  have  been  consumed,  in  1881,  according  to 
the  diet  card,  while  the  amount  of  tea  paid  for  by  the  city  in 
1 881  is  three  times  as  much,  and  that  of  coffee  eight  times  as 
much. 

In  connection  with  the  testimony  relative  to  the  insufficient 
food  in  the  Hospital,  Mrs.  Garrett  Mall  be  remembered  saying 
that  for  her  ward  containing  from  16  to  25  persons  a  half  a 
chicken  would  be  sent  up  daily  and    half  a  dozen  eggs.      It 
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may  be  noted  that  in  1881  the  controller's  Ijooks  show  as 
j>urchased  for  the  hospital  department  12,870  pounds  of 
ohicken,  90,058  pounds  of  butter,  and  1,401  pounds  of  tur- 
key, the  latter  being  an  item  of  food  which  Mrs.  Garrett 
had  never  seen  in  lier  ward  for   the  consumption  of  patients. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  refer  at  any  greater  length  to  these 
schedules  furnished  by  Controller  Pattison  ;  the  above  items 
taken  from  tiiem  are  sufficient  to  show  their  general  charac- 
ter. 

Attention  may,  however,  be  called  to  the  fact  that  no  report 
has  been  received  by  Councils  of  the  managnient  of  tiie  Alms- 
house since  1877,  while  the  reports  placed  in  your  Commit- 
tee's hands  for  a  period  of  some  seventeen  years  prior  to  tjiat 
time,  contain  minute  and  valuable  tables  relative  to  the  cost 
of  maintaining  this  importiint  branch  of  municepal  govern- 
ment, which  it  is  not  sur}>rising  the  present  managers  find 
themselves  unable  to  prepare,  from  the  present  system  of 
book-keeping. 

Rather  than  show  the  faults  of  their  maiiagment,  they  pre- 
fer to  omit  the  reports,  a  commendable  way  to  reach  their  ob- 
ject, but  hardly  likely  to  retain  either  the  respect  of  the  com- 
munity for  themselves  or  faith  in  the  management  they  at- 
tempt to  conceal. 

Consideration  was  also  given  by  your  committee  to  the  al- 
legation that  a  large  amount  of  money  under  the  head  of 
House  Receipts  had  not  been  properly  accounted  for  by  the 
Board  of  Guardians. 

Controller  Pattison  testified  that  an  item  under  the  head  of 
House  Receipts,  representing  money  received  at  the  Alms- 
house from  various  sources,  and  which  was  payable  into  the 
City  Treasury  monthly,  had  been  omitted  from  the  returns 
for  the  years  1876  and  1877  and   1878. 

He  wrote  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and 
afterwards  to  the  President,  calling  their  attention  to  this  fact 
and  asking  explanation,  but  received  none. 

He  called  the  attention  of  Councils  to  the  fact  and  gave 
notice  that  the  moneys  must  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 
This  money  was  finally  recovered  amounting,  according  to  the 
account  presented,  to  §26,398.51,  and  jiaid  into  the  City 
Treasury  in  June,  1879. 

The  explanation  given   by  Major  Phipps  and    President 
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Chambers  of  this  matter  is  that  the  appropriation  fell  short 
for  the  years  1876,  1877  and  1878,  and  that  the  Guardians 
had  authorized  the  Superintendent  to  use  this  money  for  the 
ordinary  needs  of  the  house.  Major  Phipps  presented  to  the 
Controller  receipts  purporting  to  show  that  he  had  paid  the 
money  monthly  to  Mr.  Ijane,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 
Mr.  Lane  was  examined,  and  testified  that  he  never  received 
any  portion  of  the  money  until  immediately  prior  to  his 
settlement  with  the  Controller  in  June,  1879,  Mr.  Lane 
stated  that  in  1876  the  approjiriation  ran  short,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Guardians  gave  its  sanction  to  an  arrangement  by 
which  certain  contractors  were  to  supply  the  goods  required,, 
and  take  their  chance  of  getting  their  bills  paid  by  Councils.. 

That  C'Ouncils  refused  to  make  an  ai)proj)riation  for  this 
purpose,  that  Major  Phipps,  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Guar- 
dians, appropriated  the  house  receij)ts  to  the  payment  of  these 
claims,  and  that  when  the  Controller  insisted  upon  the  money 
being  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  Phipps  induced  the  con- 
tractors Mathews  and  Toy  to  return  the  money ;  that  it  was 
then  for  the  first  time  handed  to  Mr.  Lane  as  Treasurer  of 
Board,  who  at  once  paid  it  into  the  City  Treasury. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  no  official  action  of  the  Board  wa& 
shown  in  relation  to  the  misappropriation  of  this  large  amount 
of  money.  That  no  report  was  made  of  the  facts  until  Con- 
troller Pattison  called  attention  to  them. 

Unfortunately  for  the  explanation  given  by  Major  Phipps 
and  President  Chambers  and  concurred  in  by  others  the  an- 
nual re))orts  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  the  years  of  187& 
and  1877  show  that  the  appropriations  for  those  years  were 
not  expended,  but  that  on  December  31,  1876,  a  balance  re- 
mained to  their  credit  of  $1,773.19,  and  on  December  31, 
1877,  of  $1,344.96.  Since  1877  no  report  of  their  guardian- 
ship has  been  made  to  Councils. 

It  is  also  proved  that  the  notes  of  Major  Phipps  have  been, 
and  may  yet  be,  outstanding  in  the  hands  of  the  Contractors 
who  furnish  the  Almshouse  with  supplies.  Major  Phipps  re- 
fused to  give  any  explanation  in  regard  to  these  notes.  He 
declined  to  state  their  amount  or  by  whom  they  are  held,  and 
would  give  no  information  about  them  further  than  that  they 
Avere  notes  given  for  the  accomodation  of  the  holders. 

In  the  only  case  in  which  the  Committee  were  able  to  leartt 
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anything  on  this  subject,  the  note  or  rather,  in  that  case,  eUie 
bill,  had  been  given  by  Major  Phipps  to  a  contractor  about 
one  year  after  the  time  "\\'lien  the  contractor's  warrant  had 
been  paid  to  somebody  other  than  himself,  and  the  amount  of 
the  due  bill  and  warrant  (H)rrespond  exactly. 

Not  a  single  witness  was  called  to  contradict  any  of  this 
evidence.  This  is  all  the  testimony  upon  this  subject,  and 
the  Committee  have  felt  it  proper  to  state  the  whole  of  it  in 
order  that  the  foundation  ujion  which  their  finding  rests  may 
be  fully  seen. 

This  evidence,  in  their  opinion,  establishes  these  facts: 

1.  Goods  have  been  furnished  the  Almshouse  of  a  quality 
from  33  to  50  per  cent,  less  in  value  than  the  contract 
samples. 

2.  Goods  have  been  paid  for  as  furnished  which  have 
never  been  delivered. 

3.  Goods  which  had  been  delivered  have  been  taken  away 
and  not  accounted  for. 

4.  Warrants  have  been  collected  by  others  than  those  to 
whom  they  belonged,  and  the  money  retained  until  a  settle- 
ment could  no  longer  be  delayed. 

5.  It  would  seem,  though  the  fact  is  only  shown  in  a 
single  case,  that  Major  Phipps'  obligations  were  held  by 
contractors  Avhose  warrants  were  overdue,  and  had  been  col- 
lected, but  not  BY  THEMSELVES. 

These  facts  not  only  justify  the  finding  of  the  Connnittee, 
but  make  any  other  finding  impossible.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence that  any  of  the  Guardians  in  any  way  participated  in 
the  misappropriation  of  the  funds  which  should  have  gone  to 
sup])ort  the  Almshouse. 

The  retention  of  the  house  receipts  by  the  Superintendent 
for  the  years  187G-7-8  was  sanctioned  by  Mr.  Chand)ers, 
and  acquiesced  in  by  Messrs.  Gill  and  Orr.  The  explanation 
given,  that  it  was  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  house, 
appears  to  be  untrue.  In  view  of  the  failure  of  these  gen- 
tlemen to  give  any  further  explanation,  the  Connnittee  recom- 
mend   that  they   be    rccpiested   to  resign.     ]\[r.  Stewart  and 
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Mr.  Keyser,  having  been  at  the  institution  but  a  short  time, 
the  Committee  have  no  positive  fault  to  find  with  them. 
The  remaining  Guardians,  except  Mr.  Jarden,  who  has  just 
been  elected,  and  Messrs.  Huggard  and  Daly,  do  not  seem  to 
properly  understand  the  responsibilities  of  their  position. 
They  have  seen  that  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse  were  nei- 
ther properly  fed,  clothed,  nor  cared  for ;  or  if  they  have  not 
they  ought  to  have  done  so,  and  yet  they  have  taken  no  steps 
to  rectify  those  abuses. 

The  Committee  would  feel  it  their  duty  to  include  Mr. 
Daly  also  in  this  criticism  had  he  not  wakened  up,  even  at 
the  last  moment,  and  been  very  zealous  in  assisting  the  Com- 
mittee in  their  investigation. 

These  gentlemen,  with  exceptions  already  mentioned,  have, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  all  been  too  indolent  and  too 
careless  in  attending  to  the  duties  of  their  position  to  be  re- 
tained there,  and  the  Conunittee  therefore  recommend  that 
they  are,  with  the  exception  of  Messrs.  Jarden,  Daly,  Stew- 
art, Keyser  and  Huggard,  requested  to  resign. 

Over  Major  Phipps  Councils  have  no  control.  He  is  not 
elected  by  them,  and  is  not  responsible  directly  to  them.  It 
is  eminently  proper,  however,  for  them  to  make  a  recommen- 
dation in  regard  to  him  to  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

The  Committee  appreciate  all  that  has  been  said  by  the 
medical  staff  of  the  Almshouse  about  Major  Phipps'  execu- 
tive ability,  but  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  facts  developed 
before  them,  in  regard  to  his  relations  with  the  contractors, 
his  outstanding  notes  held  by  them,  the  delays  in  paying 
people  for  whom  warrants  had  been  cashed  without  their 
knowledge,  his  failure  to  correct  abuses  of  which  he  could  not 
be  ignorant,  demand  imperatively  that  he  should  no  longer 
be  retained  in  the  position  he  now  occupies,  and  they  there- 
fore recommend  his  dismissal. 

The  Committee  submit  herewith    a  joint  resolution,  em- 
bodying their  recommendation,  together  with  the  testimony.

As  no  man  charges  me  with  any  sin  of  com- 
mission or  any  sin  of  omission,  I  think  it  hardly  fair  that  any 
reflection  should  be  cast  on  my  character.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize 
a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia,"  ajiproved 
December  29,  1870. 

Section  1.  The  iSelect  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  so  much  of  the  "  Ordinance 
to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor,"  ap- 
proved December  29,  A.  D.  1870,  and  the  supplements 
thereto,  as  provides  for  the  election  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  present  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  is  abolished  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  July,  A.  D   1882. 

Sec.  2.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall,  in  Joint  Convention,  in  the  month  of 
June,  A.  D.  1882,  and  every  three  years  thereafter,  and 
whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  re- 
moval by  resolution  of  Councils,  or  otherwise,  elect  a  Super- 
intendent of  the  Fire  Department,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly 
elected  and  qualified.  He  shall  give  bonds  with  at  least  two 
sureties  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Sec.  3.  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  have  the  power 
to  dismiss,  by  a  resolution,  the  said  Superintendent  for  cause, 
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duly  investigated  and  substantiated  by  a  Joint  Committee  of 
Councils ;  no  notice  of"  such  dismissal  shall  be  otherwise 
required. 

Sec.  4  The  salary  ot"  the  Superintendent  shall  be  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars  per  annum,  and  he  shall  have  the 
full,  entire  control  and  management  of  the  said  Fire  Depart- 
ment, make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  relative  there- 
to, appoint  each  and  all  the  employees  thereof  (subject  to  the 
sidvice  and  consent  of  Select  Council),  and  shall  exercise  each 
and  every  ])o\ver  which  is  conferred  upon  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Chief  Engineer  by  the  ordinance  of  December 
29,  A.  D.  1870,  and  the  "supi)Ien'ieiits  thereto.  Bnt  the  em- 
ployees of  the  existing  Dt})artment  shall  be  retained,  except 
in  the  case  of  any  such  employee  who  may  be  derelict  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty,  or  be  otherwise  incapable,  or  not 
worthy  of  employment,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  The  employees  of  the  said  Department  and  those  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Su[)eriiitendent  as  aforesaid  shall  be  those 
mentioned  and  designated  in  existing  ordinances  and  no  more, 
and  they  shall  possess  the  requirements  necessary  to  make 
good  and  efficient  firemen,  and  such  qualifieations  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  said  existing  laws. 

Sec.  6.  The  question  of  the  political  opinions  of  the  appli- 
•cant  shall  not  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Superin- 
tendent in  his  selection  of  employees  for  the  said  Department, 
and  no  employee  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  said  Department 
•on  account  of  his  political  opinions. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  ca.se  of  the  dismi.ssal  of  any  employee  from 
the  Department  by  the  Superintendent,  he  shall  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  of  Councils 
thereafter  report  the  same,  with  the  causes  for  said  dismissal 
and  the  facts  pei'taining  thereto. 

Si-:c.  8.  The  enqjloyees  ot"  this  Department  shall  l)e  pro- 
hibited from  becoming  candidates  for  any  political  offices,  or 
delegates  to  any  political  conventions,  or    members    of  any 
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City,  Ward  or  Division  committees.  Any  violation  of  tins  law 
shall  be  considered  as  a  good  and  sufficient  cause  for  dismissal 
from  the  Department. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Superintendent  or  any 
member  of  the  Department  to  levy  or  collect  any  assessments 
for  any  political  purpose  wliatever  upon  the  employees  of  this 
Department  under  penalty  of  dismissal. 

Sec.  10.  All  contracts  for  supplies,  or  lor  leasing,  purchas- 
ing, altering  property,  excepting  the  repairs  to  apptu-atus, 
harness,  and  the  shoeing  of  horses,  whatsoever,  shall  be  ad- 
vertised for  by  the  said  Superintendent  three  times  in  two 
daily  morning  and  two  daily  evening  newspapers,  and  the  con- 
tract awarded  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly,  ap- 
proved May  23,  1874,  entitled  "An  Act  dividing  the  cities  of 
this  State  into  three  classes  "  :  Provided,  That  all  bids  and 
proposals  received  in  answer  to  the  said  advertisements  shall 
be  opened,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  in 
the  presence  of  the  said  Suj)erintendent  and  the  proper  Com- 
mittee of  Councils,  as  j^rescribed  in  an  ordinance  entitled  ''An 
Ordinance  requiring  all  bids  and  proposals  to  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Com- 
mittee having  a  supervision  over  them,"  approved\JuIy  5, 
1(S77  :  And  further  provided,  That  the  City  Controller  shall 
countersign  no  warrant  upon  the  city  Treasurer  unless  he  shall 
have  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  schedule  of  bids,  the 
copy  of  the  advertisement,  and  the  statement  of  the  award  of 
the  contract,  endorsed  by  the  proper  Committee,  as  required 
by  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  touching  the  award- 
ing of  contracts  and  the  countersigning  of  warrants,"  ap- 
proved April  25,  1877.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by 
the  Superintendent. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  Superintendent  shall  not  appoint  any 
person  in  the  Fire  Department  at  the  solicitation  of  any  mem- 
ber of  Councils  or  of  the  heads  of  any  City  Department  un- 
der penalty  of  dismissal. 

Sec.  12.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
Jherewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Sir  : — In  reply  to  the  rcqiu  st  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  for  information  respecting  the  Uni- 
versity Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  state : 

That  the  Trustees  received  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
$200,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  erection  of  a  Hospital,  upon 
condition  that  they  would  raise  $350,000  additional,  and  that 
they  would  maintain  therein  200  beds,  free,  for  all  cases  of 
recent  accident  occurring  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania :  and 
further,  tliat  the  Trustees  were  allowed  to  purchase  from  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  for  a  nominal  sum,  the  lot  of  ground  in 
West  Philadelphia  on  which  the  Hospital  now  stands,  on  con- 
dition that  they  would  maintain  therein  50  free  beds  for  the 
use  of  the  sick  poor  of  this  City. 

Whereupon,  after  careful  study  of  the  best  plans  of  Hos- 
pital construction,  the  University  Hospital  was  erected  at  a 
cost  of  $285,000,  and  with  a  capacity  of  120  beds. 

It  had  been  hoped  that  the  approi)riations  received  from 
the  State  would  enable  a  hospital  containing  240  beds  to  be 
immediately  erected,  but  the  very  high  prices  of  labor  and 
material  prevailing  in  1872-73,  when  the  contracts  were  made, 
the  cost  of  the  building  consumed  the  State  appropriation  and 
$85,000  additional,  which  latter  sum  was  contributed  by  pri- 
vate individuals. 

The  plans  of  the  University  Hospital,  however,  provide  for 
a  capacity  of  500  beds,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  trustees 
to  complete  the  structure  as  soon  as  possible.  During  the 
present  season  a  new  wing  has  been  constructed,  with  a  capa- 
city of  80  or  90  beds,  which  will  raise  the  total  to  above  200. 

In  addition  to  the  $200,000  received  from  the  State  towards 
the  erection  of  the  Hospital,  the  Trustees  have  received  from 
private  individuals,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
the  Hospital,  more  than  $500,000,  much  of  which  is  held  as  a 
special  trust  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  free  beds  in  said 
Hospital. 
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The  expense  of  niaiiitainino'  tlie  University  Hoopital  has 
been,  from  July  27,  1874,  to  June  1,  1S82,  $203,180.93. 

The  ])ledge  given  to  the  State  has  been  liberally  fulfilled 
since,  from  the  day  the  doors  of  the  Hospital  were  first 
opened,  every  case  of  accident  or  surgical  injury  brought  to 
the  Hospital  has  been  freely  admitted.  The  number  of  free 
patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  in  8  years  has  been  3,895,  of" 
whom  about  -|  or  2,300  have  been  residents  of  this  (Jity. 

At  all  times  the  50  free  beds  pledged  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia are  available,  and  that  number  is  frecpiently  exceeded- 

The  Trustees  are  conscious  that  there  have  been  delays  in 
carrying  forward  the  great  undertaking  of  establishing  a  large 
and  fully  endowed  General  Hos})ital,  even  as  far  as  it  has  now 
progressed.  But  they  feel  that  all  who  are  familiar  with  the 
difficulties  will  realize  that  to  have  secured  over  $500,000 
from  private  sources  in  9  years  ;  to  have  erected  and  main- 
tained a  Hospital,  recognized  as  a  model  of  such  an  institu- 
tion, at  a  cost  of  $285,000  for  construction,  and  over  $25,000 
per  annum  for  maintenance,  and  in  which  5,870  patients  have 
been  treated  in  the  wards,  and  over  40,000  patients  in  the 
Dispensary  department,  })roves  an  energetic  determination  to 
comply  with  and  to  exceed  all  the  pledges  given  to  the  State 
and  to  the  City.  The  above  facts  make  this  the  more  evident 
when  it  is  noted  that  the  Acts  of  Legislature  and  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Council  referred  to  do  not  fix  any  limit  of  time  for 
the  fulfillment  of  these  pledges. 

In  conclusion,  in  transmitting  this  reply,  whicli  it  has  given 
me  great  pleasure  to  prejiare  from  data  furnished  by  the  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Hospital,  I  would  observ(!  that  instruc- 
tions have  been  given  that  hereafter  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Hospital  whicli  contains  all  ihc  infornmlion  about  its  man- 
agement and  aflairs,  and  which  has  hitherto  been  sent  to  the 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  also  be  sent  to  the  Presidents  of  eacli. 
branch  of  City  Councils.

The  opinion  construes  an  important  act  of  Assembly,  regu- 
lating the  City's   finances,  and   you  may  therefore  find  it  an 
advantage  to  have  it  printed  at  length  in  your  Journal.

A  Decision   in   Favor  of  the  Right  of  Councils  to 
Draw  upon  the  "Surplus." 

Judge  Mitchell,  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  No.  2,  decided 
the  suit  of  Daniel  McNichol  vs.  The  City  of  Philadelphia,  by 
giving  judgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  By  this  decision 
the  Court  affirms  the  right  of  City  Councils  to  draw  upon  the 
large  surplus  fund  in  the  City  Treasury.  Judge  Mitchell's 
opinion  is  in  full  as  follows : 

On  the  facts  agreed  upon  there  must  be  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff.  There  was  a  regular  appropriation  by  ordinance  of 
Councils  for  the  jiurpose,  the  work  has  been  done,  and  the 
money  is  in  the  Treasury.  What  more  is  necessary  to  make 
a  binding  debt  due  and  payable  now  by  the  cit}'?  It  is  sug- 
gested that  there  is  a  defect  in  the  legality  of  the  appropri- 
ation by  reason  of  the  operation  of  the  act  of  June  11,  1879. 
But  we  do  not  concur  in  this  view.  The  purpose  of  that  act 
is  pei-fectly  clear  upon  the  face  of  it,  and  is  rendered  unques- 
tionable by  the  ('otenq)orary  legislation  upon  the  subject.  It 
is  matter  of  public  history  that  in  1879  tiiere  wa.s  a  very  large 
floating  debt  owing  by  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia.  By  an  act, 
29 
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No.  142,  of  the  session  of  1879,  passed  June  11  (P.  L.  1;57), 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  authorized  to  fund  its  floating 
debt  to  the  extent  of  $10,000,000  by  the  issue  of  bonds  and 
certificates  of  loan.  (Jn  the  same  day  was  passed  the  act 
above  mentioned,  No.  134,  of  the  session  of  1879  (P.  L., 
130),  tlie  plain  purpose  of  which  was  to  prevent  the  accumu- 
lation of  another  such  floating  debt  in  the  future. 

This  being  the  plain  purpose  of  the  act,  let  us  look  a  mo- 
ment at  the  means  provided  for  its  accomplishment.  By  the 
first  section  the  Controller  is  commanded  to  furnish  Councils 
before  September,  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures,  and  liabilities  of  every 
kind  for  tlic  ensuing  year,  and  Councils  are  then  commanded, 
before  October,,  to  fix  a  tax  rate,  and  the  money  raised  is  to 
be  applied  to  the  j)ayment  of  the  floating  indebtedness.  It  is 
xdso  provided  tliat  the  sum  total  of  all  appropriations,  esti- 
mates, and  other  lawful  obligations  shall  be  brought  within 
the  estimated  income.  To  enable  Councils  to  do  this,  the  act 
fixes  a  definite  mode  of  ascertaininjj:  tlie  estimated  income  bv 
deducting  from  the  whole  amount  of  the  tax  levy  the  average 
amount  remaining  uncollected  at  the  end  of  each  year  for  the 
previous  five  years. 

The  intention  of  this  act  is  that  each  year's  expenses  shall 
be  kept  within  the  year's  income.  That  the  tw^o  shall  exactly 
balance  is  hardly  possible,  but  the  discrepancy  is  intended  to 
be  reduced  to  narrow  limits,  and  prevented  from  accumulat- 
ing from  year  to  year.  If  the  estimated  income  falls  short 
will  be  a  floating  debt,  wliicli  nuist  be  carried  into  the  esti- 
mates for  the  next  year  and  then  provided  for  in  the  tax  rate. 
If  the  income  exceeds  the  estimate,  the  act  makes  no  provision 
for  its  disposal,  for  none  is  necessary. 

The  money  being  in  hand,  the  power  of  Councils  to  dispose 
of  it  is  am})le  and  unquestionable,  and  none  of  the  evils 
against  wliich  the  act  is  directed  can  arise  in  such  case. 

The  estimate  of  a  revenue  serves  its  useful  ])urpose  as  a 
preliminary,  but  when  the  real  revenue  is  ascertained,  the  es- 
timate is  no  longer  of  any  value.  The  purpose  of  the  act  is 
not  that  appropriations  shall  never  exceed  the  extimated  reve- 
nue, but  that  they  shall  not  exceed  the  real  revenue.  So  long- 
as  the  income  is  conjectural  and  uncertain,  the  estimate  must 
be  followed  ;  but  when  the  income  is  ascertained  in  fact,  the 
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whole  reason  tor  being  governed  by  the  estimate  ceases,  and 
the  authority  of  C^ouncils  is  no  longer  restricted  by  anything 
in  the  act.     Judgment  for  plaintiif.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  upon  the  investigation  of 
the  management  of  the  Almshouse  and  the  Guardians  of  the 
Poor,  to  whic^h  was   referred  the  request  of  Mr.  McAleer  to 
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have  the  report  of  the  Committee  already  made  returned  to 
the  Committee  in  order  that  he  might  have  an  opportunity  to 
show  that  he  lias  done  his  whole  duty  as  a  member  ot"  the 
Board  of  Guardians,  respectfully  rep(»rtsas  follows: 

The  finding  of  the  Committee  was  made  upon  the  evidence 
produced  before  it.  Mr.  McAleer  was  asked  when  before  the 
Committee  whether  there  were  any  improvements  he  could 
suggest,  or  any  abuses  of  which  he  knew  at  the  Almshouse. 
His  answer  was  that  he  thought  there  ought  to  Ik'  a  larger 
approj)riation,  and  a  better  class  of  goods.  He  was  asked  then 
whether  there  ought  not  to  be  a  better  class  of  Gunrdians.  He 
said  he  thought  the  question  too  personal.  Tlie  rest  of  his 
testimony  rehited  chiefly  to  the  character  of  the  flour  and 
the  fact  that  when  he  had  fund  it  bad,  he  had  ordere<l  it 
returned. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  eviilence  in  no  way  whatever 
reflects  upon  the  integrity  of  Mr.  McAleer.  The  Commit- 
tee, however,  thought,  ;md  stil!  think,  that  Mr.  McAleer 
failed  to  show  that  he  had  practiced  such  care  in  the 
•management  of  the  trust  conflded  to  him  as  Councils,  who 
appointed  him,  had  a  right  to  require  and  they,  therefore, 
recommended  that  he  be  no  longer  retained  as  a  Guardian. 

If  injustice  has  been  done  Mr.  McAleer  it  is  because  he 
failed,  when  all  the  opportunity  was  offered  him,,  to  give 
the  Committee  evidence  of  his  knowledge  of  the  existence 
of  abuses  at  the  Almshouse,  and  of  his  efforts  to  correct 
them.  His  letter  asks  that  he  now  have  another  op])()rt\i- 
uity  acceded  to  him  to  show  these  facts.  The  Committee 
feel  that  after  their  report  has  been  made  the  responsibil- 
ity of  deciding  whether  it  should  be  reopened,  and  to  what 
extent,  rests  properly  with  Councils,  and,  therefore,  ap])end 
the  evidence  of  Mr.  McAleer  to  this  rej)ort,  and  ask-  from 
Council  specific  instructions. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  desin;  to  say  that  in  mak- 
ing their  original  report  they  did  not  draw  juiy  "  imaginary 
year"  line.  Tiitsy  thought  that  gentlemen  who  had  assumed 
the  duties  of  their  office  in  July,  1881,  ought  not  to  be  held 
responsible,  oidy  five  months  after  they  liad  been  there,  for 
the  faults  of  a  management  extending  over  several  vears, 
and  they  therefore  excluded  from  any  share  of  ilie  responsi- 
bility for  the  evil  existing  at  the  Almshoust-   sucli  Guardinns 
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as  have  been  in  office  only  five  months  when  the  investi- 
gation began.  While  they  made  this  distinction,  they  did 
not  condemn  the  others  because  they  had  been  there  a  longer 
time.  The  fact  that  they  had  been  there  longer  made  their 
conduct  liable  to  investigation  only,  and  the  finding  of  the 
Committee  was  the  result  of  such  examination.

Sec.  5.  That  as  the  work  of  said  sewer  shall  progress 
there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  properties,  in 
front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the  sum  of  one 
(1)  dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of  the  front 
of  the  said  j)roperties. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract  that 
the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and  charged 
under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance  in  part  payment 
of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the  same  at  his 
own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to  do,  he  may  use 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ  all  legal 
remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or  otherwise,  to 
which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sec.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer, 
charged  to  Item  24  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Highways  for  the  year  1881,  said  payments  in  all  cases  to- 
be  made  upon  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,, 
estimating  the  amount  of  work  done :  Provided,  That  for  all 
current  estimates  no  payments  shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the 
money  meritoriously  earned  under  said  contract,  after  deduct- 
ing the  ratable  proportion  of  the  assessments  referred  to  in. 
Section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  that  full 
payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  materials  fur- 
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nislR'cl,  previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the  final  estimate 
of  any  work  clone  by  virtue  of  this  orrlinanc^e,  and  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  require  full  and  entire  pay- 
ment hy  the  contractors  of  all  labor  and  materials  on  account 
of  such  work,  and  the  said  Commissioner  shall  give  one 
month's  notice,  in  two  daily  newspapers,  of  the  time  at  which 
final  payment  will  be  made  on  final  estimate  :  Provided,  hom- 
elier, That  the  total  sum  to  be  paid,  as  provided  in  Section  7 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  Fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  dollars.

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  to  whom  was 
referred  the  mattei-  of  the  drainage  into  the  river  Schuylkill, 
at  Girard  avenue  bridge,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
visited  the  locality  and  examined  into  the  drainage  emptying 
into  the  river  at  that  point.  The  stream  which  ran  through 
the  ravine,  draining  several  hundre<l  acres,  with  the  exception 
of  two  hundred  feet  in  the  park,  has  been  arched  over  for  a 
long  distance,  diagonally  through  the  blocks  and  under  the 
streets  at  Thirty-first  and  Thompson  and  Thirtieth  and  Jef- 
ferson streets,  and  is  now  in  most  places  from  twenty  to  thirty 
feet  i)elow  the  surface. 

A  sewer  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  emptying  below  the  dam 
was  extended  along  Pennsylvania  avenue,  as  long  ago  as 
1859,  from  Thirtieth  to  Thirty-second  street,  at  Thompson 
street,  thence  along  Thompson  street  to  Thirty-first,  and 
thence  to  Thirty-first  and  Jeiferson  streets.  This  sewer,  on 
account  of  the  height  of  its  outlet,  could  not  be  laid  deep 
enough  to  intercept  all  the  houses  and  breweries  in  that  vicin- 
ity, because  of  the  great  depth  of  the  beer  vaults  and  for 
want  of  inspection  the  part  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  was  built 
so  irregularly  in  the  bottom  that  it  was  continually  choking 
up. 
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111  1878  a  larger  sewer  was  built  on  Thirtieth  street,  from 
Peiiiisylvaiiia  avenue  to  Jeff'er.son  street,  where  it  intercepted 
the  stream  and  diverted  all  tlie  sewage  and  storm  water  of 
the  greater  part  of  the  hasin  lying  east  of  Thirtieth  and  north 
of  I'hoinpsou  streets. 

Five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  the  same  year  to 
cut  out  the  bottom  and  fill  up  the  irregularities  in  the  bottom 
of  the  old  sewer  in  Pennsylvania  avenue. 

This  was  done  and  from  what  your  Committee  saw  the 
sewage  was  flowing  freely  through  it.  This  sewer  has  also 
been  extended  to  Thirty-third  street. 

The  drainage  of  this  territory  is  now  diverted  so  as  to  pass 
into  the  river  below  the  dam,  except  from  the  vaults  of 
several  breweries  and  the  surface  drainage  of  the  block 
between  Thirty-second  and  Thirty-third  streets. 

The  Committee  were  accompanied  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  wdio  pointed  out  the  several  sewers  in  the 
vicinity  and  explained  that  until  the  Pennsylvania  avenue 
and  Thirty-third  street  were  paved,  it  was  unsafe  to  put  inlets 
to  the  sewer,  because  the  spent  hops,  straw,  mud  and  debris 
would  certainly  choke  up  the  light  grade  sewer,  as  had  been 
formerly  the  case,  rendering  it  comparatively  useless.  He 
stated  that  he  had  heretofore  I'ecom mended  that  this  paving 
should  be  done,  but  that  it  had  never  been  acted  upon. 

After  making  a  thorough  examination  ot  the  whole  subject 
they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  nuisance  complained  of  can 
be  avoided  l)y  j)aving  Pennsylvania  avenue,  from  Thirty- 
second  to  the  west  line  of  Thirty-third  street,  and  the  east 
side  of  Thirty-third  street,  from  Pennsylvania  avenue  to- 
Master  street,  and  then  inlets  can  be  built  that  will  carry  into 
the- sewer  now  laid  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  and  thence  below 
the  dam,  discharging  at  Wood  street  near  Twenty-fourth 
street. 

The  breweries  which  now  use  the  last  named  sewer  can 
then  be  comj)elled  to  use  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  sewer,  by 
pumping  the  refuse  water  from  their  sub-cellars  into  the  said 
Pennsylvania  avenue  sewer,  as  they  have  no  right  to  pollute 
the  waters  of  public  streams. 

Your  Committee  are  not  prepared,  at  present,  for  want  of 
time,  to  fix  the  res|)onsjiiiJity  for  this  evil,  but  would  say  that 
the  amount  appropriated  by  the  ordinance  approved,  Decem- 
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bcr  24,  1878,  has  been  judicially  expended  by  the  ISurvey 
Department  in  leveling  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  sewer,  which 
was  built  in  1859,  so  as  to  carry  off  the  surface  drainage  from 
a  certain  territoi-y,  and  it  was  claimed  that  that  expenditure 
accomplished  all  that  was  expected  of  it. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Pennsylvania 
avenue  sewer  will  carry  off  all  the  sewage  that  will  be  thrown 
into  it  by  diverting  it  from  the  Girard  avenue  sewer. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ordinances  hereto  at- 
tached.

Accord- 
ing to  the  decision  of  the  City  Solicitor,  hereto  attached,  the 
stones  -were  the  property  of  the  City,  and,  while  we  are  of  the 
opinion  (expressed  by  the  City  Solicitor)  that  this  is  too  small 
a  matter  for  litigation,  we  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  in  all 
such  cases  (as  should  have  been  done  in  this  case)  the  cobble- 
-and  crossing-stones  at  intersections,  after  having  been  paid  for 
by  the  City,  should,  when  taken  up,  be  taken  possession  of 
by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways.

My  Dear  Sir  : — The  controversy  about  the  Trenton  ave- 
nue cobble-stones  has  resulted  thus  far  in  the  production  of 
two  questions,  which  I  am  requested  to  answer. 

The  first  is,  "  Where  a  railroad  corporation,  owning  the  fee 
of  the  bed  of  its  road,  which  is  crossed  by  a  ])ublic  liighway 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  necessarily  takes  up  a  portion  of 
the  pavement  at  such  crossings,  in  the  exercise  of  its  rights  of 
laying  an  additional  track  on  the  bed  of  its  road,  and  then, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  restores  the  pavement  at  such  crossings 
to  a  pro})er  and  approved  condition,  by  the  use  of  material  other 
than  that  originally  laid  down,  should  the  old  jiaving  mate- 
rial remaining  after  the  sul:)stitiitioii  of  the  new  be  regarded 
as  the  i)roperty  of  the  City  or  of  the  railroad  corporation,  it 
being  understood  that  the  latter,  and  not  the  City,  is  bound  to 
keep  such  pavement  in  repair  ?  " 

To  this  I  must  say  that  I  believe  the  old  material  to  be  the 
32 
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property  of  the  City ;  she  paid  for  it,  and  has  done  nothing 
from  which  a  sale  or  transfer  would  arise.  The  company  has, 
nevertheless,  given  an  equivalent  in  the  new  pavement,  which 
it  lays  and  keeps  in  repair.  I  much  fear,  however,  that  if 
the  question  were  to  be  brought  in  the  usual  way  to  the  atten- 
tion of  a  Court,  it  would  be  in  great  hazard  of  a  summary 
dismissal,  under  the  application  of  the  doctrine  of  "  de  mini- 
mis non  curat  lex." 

The  second  question  is  this,  "  Had  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  whilst  making  repairs  or  alterations,  in  July, 
1881,  a  right  to  take  up,  remove  and  give  away  to  Mr.  Mil- 
ler, contractor,  certain  cobble-stones  and  crossing-stones  at  the 
intersections  on  Trenton  avenue,  from  Norris  street  to  Lehigh 
avenue,  said  cobble-stones  and  crossing-stones  having  been 
placed  there  and  paid  for  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ?  " 

To  this  I  reply  that,  having  the  right  to  lay  their  track, 
they  had  the  right  to  take  up  and  remove  the  cobble-stones 
and  crossing-stones,  if  it  was  necessary  so  to  do,  but  they  had 
no  right  to  give  them  away ;  they  were  still  the  property  of 
the  City.

To  prevent  the  depositing  of  otlkl,  garbage,  ashes,  cinders,  and 
house-sweepings  on  the  sidewalks  and  other  highways,  and  to 
regulate  their  removal. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
-Fanuary,  1883,  no  person  or  persons  shall  remove  from  his  or 
their  dwellings,  places  of  husiness,  or  other  buildings  or  pre- 
mises, and  place  or  expose  upon  any  sidewalk,  street,  alley, 
court,  or  other  highway  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any 
house  or  kitchen  oifal,  or  garbage,  ashes,  cinders,  or  house- 
sweepings,  but  the  same  shall  he  retained  on  the  premises,  in 
the  following  manner,  until  called  for  by  the  contractors: 

The  house  or  kitchen  olfal  or  garbage,  whether  consisting 
of  animal  or  \'egetable  substances,  shall  be  placed  in  suitable 
vessels  or  rec^eptacles,  and  no  ashes  or  other  refuse  matter 
shall  be  mingled  therewith,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  in 
some  convenient  and  accessible  place  on  the  premises  for  re- 
moval by  the  contractors,  said  removal  to  be  made  by  them 
at  least  three  times  a  week  between  the  hours  of  5  and  8 
o'clock  A.  M.,  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  first  day  of 
November,  and  at  least  once  a  week,  between  the  hours  of  6 
and  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  from  the  first  day  of  November  to  the 
first  day  of  May,  in  water-tight  carts,  wagons,  or  other  vehi- 
(^les,  securely  covered,  so  that  none  of  the  contents  thereof 
shall  fall,  leak,  or  spill  therefrom,  or  l)e  exposed  to  ])ublic 
view. 

Sec.  2.  To  })revent  the  dust  from  ashes,  cinders,  and  house- 
sweepings,  which  have  been  kept  for  removal,  from  rising  or 
flying,  they  shall  be  thoroughly  saturated  or  wet  with  water 
by  the  resident,  occupant,  or  person  in  charge  of  the  premises, 
l)efore  they  are  removed.  Unless  they  shall  have  been  first 
so  saturated  or  wet,  the  contra(^tors  shall  refuse  to  remove 
them ;  said  removal  to  be  made  at  least  once  a  week  during 
the  year,  and  l>etween  the  hours  of  5  and  8  o'clock  A.  M., 
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from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  first  day  of  November,  and 
between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  from  the  first 
day  of  November  to  the  first  day  of  May,  in  water-tight 
carts,  wagons,  or  other  vehicles,  securely  covered,  so  that  none 
of  the  contents  thereof  shall  fall,  leak,  or  s})ill  therefrom,  oi" 
be  exposed  to  public  view  :  Provided,  That  nothing  contained 
in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent  citizens  from  removing  their 
•own  ashes,  cinders,  and  house-sweepings,  provided  they  com-

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  only  lot  upon  the 
grounds  of  the  House  of  Correction,  found  by  the  Inspectors 
after  mature  deliberation  to  be  adapted  for  the  site  of  a 
Prison,  and  the  only  one  approved  by  their  architect,  was 
confirmed  to  their  use  by  resolution  of  the  Managers  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  and  subsequently  denied  to  them  by 
Councils.  In  lieu  of  this  lot  one  was  selected  by  Councils, 
believed  by  the  Inspectors  to  be  in  every  way  unfit  for  their 
use,  and  condemned  by  their  architect.  All  of  this  has  al- 
ready been  laid  before  Councils  in  a  memorial.  The  Board  of 
Inspectors  is  now  awaiting  the  time  when  it  shall  please 
Councils  to  confirm  the  action  of  the  Managers  of  the  House 
of  Correction,  or  obtain  a  suitable  lot  elsewhere  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  County  Prison.

Dear  Sir  : — As  directed  by  City  Councils,  I  beg  leave  to 
report  on  the  cost  of  engraving  and  printing  1,000  sets  of  the 
maps  of  City  lots  in  the  Registry  Bureau. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  large  books,  20  by 
26  inches ;  they  generally  contain  twenty-four  maps,  and  by 
an  actual  count  there  are  3,315  maps. 

The  reproduction  and  printing  are  thousand  copies  of  each, 
based  upon  proposals  from  two  lithographers,  is  thirty-four 
dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($34.30)  per  map,  amounting  to  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($113.70)  per 
set  without  binding. 

For  a  less  number  than  one  thousand  sets  the  cost  would  be 
somewhat  increased. 

The  demand  for  them  would  be  so  limited  that  the  under- 
taking would  be  enormously  expensive  and  un-remunera- 
tive. 

Maps  of  the  scale  of  two  hundred  feet  to  the  inch,  requir- 
ing about  sixty  to  cover  the  City  limits,  have  been  drawn 
with  care,  especially  for  drainage  maps ;  their  reproduction 
would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  City  Departments,  and 
copies  of  them  are  greatly  needed  in  the  Survey  Depart- 
ment. 

Ten  or  twelve  of  these  maps  could  be  reproduced  annually 
at  a  cost  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars,  and  in 
a  few  years  we  would  be  possessed  of  a  complete  set  of  maps 
of  great  value,  and  for  this  I  would  recommend  an  appropria- 
tion.

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
law,  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  detailed  statement,  con- 
taining the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures,  and  liabilities  of 
every  kind,  from  August  1,  1882,  to  December  31,  1882, 
inclusive,  and  for  the  next  fiscal  year  1883. 

The  calculations  for  tax  rates  are  based  on  the  return  of 
the  Board  of  Revision  for  the  year  1883.  By  reference  to  the 
statement,  it  will  be  found  that  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June 
11,  1879,  authoriziug  Councils  to  fix  a  tax  rate,  has  been 
followed. 

A  tax  rate  of  $2.65  will  give  the  Departments  the  amounts 
asked  for,  or  $2,391,284.54  more  than  they  received  this 
year. 

A  tax  rate  of  $2.05  will  yield  $1,033,039.07  less  than  the 
Departments  ask  for,  or  $1,358,245.47  more  than  they  re- 
ceived this  vear. 

A  t<ix  rate  of  $1.90  will  yield  $1,715,349.46  less  than  the 
Departments  ask  for,  or  $675,935.08  more  than  they  received 
this  year. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.85  will  yield  $1,942,786.25  less  than  the 
Departments  ask  for,  or  $448,498.29  more  than  they  received 
this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  appropropriated  by  Councils 
from  the  tax  levy,  the  sum  of  $1,354,533.14  has  been  taken 
from  the  surplus  of  1880  and  1881  for  public  improvements. 

This  sum  is  equivalent  to  an  amount  that  20  cents  would 
yield  upon  the  tax  levy,  so  that  while  the  tax  levy  has  been 
but  $1.90  for  the  year  1882,  yet  appropriations  have  been 
authorized  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  yield  of  a  $2.10  rate  ;  all 
of  the  urgent  needs  of  the  City  have  been  met,  and  with  a 
$1.85  rate  the  departments  would,  owing  to  an  increased 
valuation  and  a  higher  average  of  receipts,  receive  $448,498.29 
more -than  during  the  present  year  with  a  $1.90  rate. 
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I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  the  attention  of  Councils  to 
the  fact  that  while  the  Departments  have  received,  in  addition 
the  regular  appropriations  for  this  year,  the  sum  of  $1,354,- 
533.14  out  of  the  surplus,  yet  their  donands  for  the  year  1883 
have  not  only  not  been  diminished,  but  have  been  increased 
$2,391,284.54  over  the  year  1882;  that  is  to  say,  while  we 
spent  our  surplus  revenue,  that  expenditure  has  no  effect  in 
decreasing  taxation,  but  seems  rather  to  require  its  increase. 

The  apparent  growth  in  the  taxable  real  estate  of  the  city 
is  occasioned  principally  by  an  increased  rate  of  assessment, 
that  increase  being  about  $20,000,000 ;  therefore,  even  if  the 
tax  rate  were  maintained  at  its  present  figure,  the  property 
owner  would  find  his  tax  bills  larger  than  for  this  year.  To 
give  the  departments  all  they  would  ask  for  would  require 
an  increase  of  75  cents,  or  about  40  per  cent,  in  the  tax  rate. 
The  need  for  this  is  of  course  a  matter  to  be  determined  solely 
by  the  Councils.  It  certainly  is  not  apparent  from  anything 
aj)pearing  in  the  statement  of  the  Departments.  Spending 
your  surplus  revenue,  increasing  the  assessment  of  real  estate, 
and  raising  the  tax  rate,  does  not  appear  like  healthy  financial 
management.  There  is  nothing  in  such  a  showing  to  give 
much  hope  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  figures  that  I  have  given  show  that  the  tax  rate  may 
be  reduced  from  $1.90  to  $1.85,  and  a  sum  raised  almost  half 
a  million  in  excess  of  what  the  Departments  received  this  year. 
While  there  would  not  be  any  real  gain  to  the  taxpayer  in 
this  it  would  at  least  not  materially  increase  his  burdens,  and 
would  give  the  departments  more  to  spend  next  year  than 
this.  What  public  need  is  there  to  fix  the  rate  higher  ?  I 
would  regret  to  see  a  change  in  the  progress  the  City  has  made 
in  the  eifort  to  reduce  taxation  and  retrench  the  expenses  of 
government.  To  maintain  that  progress  should  be  constantly 
kept  before  the  Councils  as  of  the  first  importance.  There  is 
danger  in  departing  from  it  except  for  the  plainest  and  most 
urgent  reasons.  To  obtain  wise  and  good  government  at  the 
lowest  possible  cost  to  the  peoi)le  governed  is  the  problem 
that  should  occupy  the  best  thought  and  efforts  of  all  engaged 
in  the  administration  of  the  municipality.

GentIvEMEN  : — We  have  carefully  attended  to  the  duties 
assigned  us,  of  the  examination  of  the  estimates  of  the  respec- 
tive Departments  of  the  City  Government  for  1883,  with  a 
view  to  recommend  a  proper  tax  rate  for  next  year,  and  after 
a  thorough  estimate  of  the  receipts  of  the  City  from  sources 
other  than  current  taxes,  and  a  close  examination  of  the  wants 
of  the  various  Departments,  we  are  unanimously  of  opinion 
that  the  systematic  reduction  of  the  tax  rate  each  year  as  car- 
ried out  for  several  years  past  may  be  continued  for  1883, 
and  that  a  rate  of  $1.85  will  yield  sufficient  for  all  proper 
and  necessary  expenses  of  the  City  for  next  year. 

We  have,  of  course,  found  it  necessary  to  prune  many  ot 
the  estimates  as  presented  by  the  Departments,  but  not  further 
than  will  be  proper  in  the  interests  of  an  honest,  economic 
administration  of  the  trusts  confided  to  our  care. 

We  have  also  had  a  conference  with  the  Commissioners  for 
the  erection  of  the  Public  Buildings,  and  after  a  free  exchange 
of  views,  a  conclusion  was  reached  to  recommend  an  appro- 
priation to  them  for  1883,  of  the  same  amount  as  for  the  pre- 
sent year. 

We  are  also  satisfied  that  the  receipts  of  the  present  year 
will  yield  a  surplus  beyond  our  expenses  of  several  hundred 
37 
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thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  applied  by  Councils  to  addi- 
tional permanent  improvements  after  January  1st,  1883. 

We  therefore  recommend  a  favorable  report  to  Councils  of 
the  bill  referred  to  us,  "To  levy  and  fix  a  tax  rate  for  1883."

Gentlemen  : — You  ask  me  two  questions  relative  to  the 
power  of  Councils  to  change  the  places  of  voting  : 

1st.  If  the  person  who  resides  at  the  division-house  does 
not  want  it  changed  can  Councils  change  the  place  of  voting? 

2d.  What  reasons  are  required  for  the  charge  of  a  place  of 
voting  ? 
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In  reply,  I  have  to  say  as  follows :  The  power  of"  Councils 
to  change  a  place  of  voting  arises  from  the  second  Section  of 
the  Act  of  April  21,  1855.  In  a  case  entitled  "  In  the  matter 
of  voting  placee  in  certain  Divisions  "  rei)orted  in  34  Legal 
Intelligencer,  page  362,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
Judge  Mitchell  decided  that,  "  by  the  terms  of  the  Act  of 
1855  the  power  of  Councils  to  exchange  such  polling  places 
is  limited  to  cases  where  by  reason  of  inability  to  hold  such 
election  at  the  place  so  designated  a  change  shall  become 
necessary." 

Therefore,  Councils  have  no  power  to  change  a  voting  place 
if  an  election  can  be  held  there. 

As  to  your  first  question,  I  must  say  that  the  consent  of 
the  owner  is  only  one  essential,  and  for  various  reason,-^  other 
than  its  absence,  there  might  exist  inability  to  hold  an  elec- 
tion at  the  usual  poll. 

In  answer  to  your  second  query,  I  can  only  say  that  the 
reasons  required  to  permit  a  change  of  a  voting  place  by 
Councils  are  such  as  create  "  an  inability  to  hold  an  election  " 
at  the  place  now  designated. 

You  can  readily  judge  whether  certain  causes  shown  pro- 
duce this  result ;   it  is  a  queetion  of  fact  and  not  of  law.

The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, greeting : 

Whereas,  Henry  W.  Palmer,  Esq.,  the  Attorney-General 
of  the  Commonwealth,  has  caused  us  to  understand  and  be 
informed  that  "  The  President,  Managers,  and  Company  of 
the  Germantown  and  Perkiomen  Turnpike  Road  "  were  in- 
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corporated  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the  twelfth  day  of 
February,  1801,  entitled  "  An  A(;t  to  enable  the  Governor  of 
this  Commonwealth  to  incorporate  a  company  to  make  an  ar- 
tificial road  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  through  German- 
town,  to  the  ten-mile  stone  on  Chestnut  Hill  and  thence  to  the 
new  stone  bridge  over  Perkiomen  creek,  in  the  County  of 
Montgomery,"  and  by  the  said  Act  of  Assemblx  and  the  sev- 
eral supplements  thereto,  the  corporate  franchises  thereby 
granted  were  vested  in  the  said  corporation ;  and  that  in  and 
by  the  said  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  it  was,  inter  alia,  enacted  "  That  the 
said  president,  managers,  and  company  shall  cause  a  road  to 
be  laid  out  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  sixty  feet  in 
width,  in  such  a  manner  as  that  the  present  buildings  on  the 
said  road  may  not  be  injured,  and  at  least  twenty-eight  feet 
thereof  to  be  made  an  artificial  road,  bedded  with  wood,  stone, 
gravel,  or  any  other  hard  substancr,  well  compacted  together, 
and  of  sufficient  depth  to  secure  a  solid  foundation  to  the 
same,  and  the  said  road  shall  be  faced  with  gravel  or  stone 
pounded,  or  other  small,  hard  substance,  in  such  manner  as  to 
secure  a  firm  and,  as  nearly  as  the  materials  will  admit  of  it, 
an  even  surface,  and  so  nearly  level  in  its  progress  as  that  it 
shall  in  no  place  rise  or  fall  more  than  will  form  an  angle  of 
four  degrees  with  a  horizontal  line,  and  shall  forever  hereafter 
maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  and  perfect  order  from 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  the  route  or  tract  aforesaid,  to 
the  ten-mile  stone  on  the  top  of  Chestnut  Hill,  and  from 
thence  to  the  new  stone  bridge  over  Perkiomen  creek,  in  the 
Oounty  of  Montgomery,"  and  that  it  was  further  enacted  in 
and  by  the  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  "  That  if  the  legislature  should, 
at  any  time  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty,  think  jiroper  to  take  possession  of  the  said  road,  three 
pereons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  three  by  the 
president  and  managers  of  the  said  company,  and  three  by  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who,  or  any  six  or  more  of 
them  not  having  any  interest  in  the  said  road,  shall  ])roceed 
to  examine  and  estimate  the  value  of  the  })roperty  which  the 
said  company  have  therein,  and  certify  the  amount  tliereof  to 
the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth,  who  shall   cause  the 
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same  to  be  laid  before  the  legislature  at  their  next  session,  and 
whenever  the  amount  so  certified  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
to  said  company,  their  right  to  take  toll  on  the  said  road, 
together  with  all  their  right,  title,  claim,  and  interest  therein, 
shall  cease  and  determine,"  and  that  under  the  authority  and 
grant  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  contained  in  the  said  last-re- 
cited act  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  said  the  president, 
managers  and  company  of  the  Germantown  and  Perkiomen 
Turnpike  Road  did,  at  great  expense,  construct  a  turnpike  or 
artificial  road  on  the  line  of  the  road  and  between  the  ter- 
minal points  designated  in  the  said  recited  Act  of  Assembly, 
of  the  character  and  description  therein  designated  and  de- 
scribed, and  finished  and  built  the  same  for  public  travel,  and 
€ver  since,  down  to  the  time  of  the  taking  of  the  said  turn- 
pike road  by  the  defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  here- 
inafter stated,  the  said  the  president,  managers,  and  company 
of  the  Germantown  and  Perkiomen  Turnpike  road  main- 
tained and  kept  up  their  said  turnpike  or  artificial  road  afore- 
said ;  and  that  in  and  by  a  certain  other  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved 
on  the  Twenty-second  day  of  March,  1865,  it  was,  inter  alia, 
enacted  that  all  the  rights  and  privileges  reserved  to  the  said 
State  of  Pennsylvania  to  resume  possession  of  the  said  turn- 
pike road,  constructed  as  aforesaid,  were  thereby  transferred 
to  and  vested  in  the  said  defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  in  and  by  the  said  last-recited  Act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  and  by 
certain  other  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  approved,  respectively,  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  March,  1868,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  March, 
1870,  on  the  ninth  day  of  March,  1871,  and  on  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  May,  1871,  it  was,  mfer  a^m,  enacted  that  pro- 
ceedings should  be  taken  to  assess  and  estimate  the  value  of 
the  said  turnpike  and  property  of  the  said  company,  and  in 
and  by  the  last-mentioned  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  on  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  May,  1871,  the  defendant,  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  authorized  and  directed  to  take  all  the  rights, 
powers,  property,  and  franchises  of  the  plaintiff,  and  to  throw 
the  said  road  open  for  public  travel,  free  of  toll ;  and  that 
upon  payment  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  said  road  all 
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the  rights,  powers,  property,  and  franchises  of  the  said  com- 
pany, except  that  of  taking  toll,  should  be  and  become  vested 
in  the  said  defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  and  that  in 
and  by  the  said  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the  twenty-fourth  day 
of  March,  1871,  it  was,  infer  alia,  enacted  that  "  when  the 
said  road  shall  become  free  the  supervisors  of  the  townships 
of  the  Cities  and  Counties  through  which  the  road  passes 
shall  keep  the  said  road  in  repair  thereafter ;"  and  that  under 
the  said  last-mentioned  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  such  proceedings  were  there- 
upon had  that  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  which  the 
aforesaid  turnpike  company  then  had  in  their  said  turnpike 
road,  bridges  and  franchises  aforesaid  was  ascertained,  and  an 
amount  which  was  agreed  upon  between  the  said  City  and  the 
said  company  was  paid  by  the  defendant,  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, for  the  taking,  appropriating,  and  as  the  purchase- 
money  of  the  rights,  franchises  and  property  of  the  said  com- 
pany; and  that  after  the  said  assessment  had  been  paid,  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  en- 
tered upon  and  took  possession  of  so  much  of  the  said  turn- 
pike road  as  was  and  is  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Phi- 
ladelphia ;  and  that  by  virtue  of  the  law  and  the  express  pro- 
visions of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  so  much  of  the  said  turnpike 
road  as  was  and  is  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city  of  Phi- 
ladelphia was  relinquished  to,  taken  possession  of  by,  and  be- 
came vested  in,  the  defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
thenceforth  became  and  was  and  is  a  highway  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  the  defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  was 
thenceforth  and  is  now  charged  with  the  legal  duty  of  keep- 
ing the  said  highway  in  good  order  and  repair  ;  and  that  the 
defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  has  taken  possession  of 
the  said  road,  and  the  same  now  stands  on  the  plan  of  the 
City  streets  under  the  name  of  Germantown  avenue ;  and  the 
defendant,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  having  purchased  the 
said  turnpike  road  so  as  aforesaid  constructed,  became  and 
was  and  now  is  bound  in  law  forever  hereafter  to  maintain 
and  keep  in  repair  the  said  Germantown  avenue  as  a  street 
and  highway  within  its  corporate  limits,  and  that  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  has  caused  to  be  paved,  with   Belgian  blocks. 
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and  repaired  so  much  of  the  said  Germantown  avenue  as  ex- 
tends from  Diamond  street  to  Gorgas  lane,  in  the  Twenty- 
second  Ward  of  the  said  City ;  and  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia has  failed  and  refused  to  perform  its  duty  of  keeping 
in  repair  so  much  of  the  said  Germantown  avenue  as  extends 
from  the  said  Gorgas  lane  through  Mount  Aiiy  and  Chestnut 
Hill  to  the  County  line,  and  is  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
City  and  west  of  the  said  Gorgas  lane,  and  by  reason  of  the 
said  neglect,  default,  and  failure  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the 
said  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth 
who  are  owners  of  land  abutting  upon  the  said  highway,  are 
deprived  of  lawful  ingress  to  and  egress  from  their  said  lands, 
and  other  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  are  prevented 
from  and  hindered  in  traveling  upon  the  said  highgway,  and 
are  deprived  of  and  injured  in  their  lawful  use  of  the  said 
highway ;  and  that  the  Commonwealth  is  without  legal 
remedy  in  the  premises. 

We,  therefore,  being  willing  that  due  and  speedy  justice 
should  be  done  in  this  behalf,  do  peremptorily  command  you, 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  firmly  enjoining  you  that  forthwith 
you  repair  the  said  Germantown  avenue  from  Gorgas  lane  to 
the  County  line,  so  that  it  shall  be  and  remain  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  in  a  condition  safe  and  convenient  for  ordi- 
nary travel,  as  by  law  you  are  required  to  do,  and  that  all 
and  singular  the  matters  for  the  speedy  performance  of  the 
foregoing,  according  to  the  exigencies  of  the  law,  you  shall 
do  and  execute  as  hereinbefore  you  have  been  commanded, 
and  when  you  shall  have  executed  this  command  that  you 
make  known  the  same  to  us  in  our  said  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  No.  1,  before  our  Judges  thereof,  at  Philadelphia. 

Witness  the  Honorable  Joseph  Allison,  LL.D.,  President 
Judge  of  our  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1 ,  of  Phila- 
delphia, aforesaid,  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two.

To  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  recent  unprecedented  storm  has  done 
a  vast  amount  of  damage  to  the  roads  and  bridges  in  the 
Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third  Wards,  especially  in  the 
latter.  Many  of  the  bridges  have  been  washed  away  and 
nearly  all  of  them  rendered  impassable.  The  contractor  for 
the  Bustleton  District,  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  says  it 
w'xW  cost  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  excess  of  his  contract 
price  to  renew  the  liridges  and  fill  up  the  "  wash-outs." 

The  City  can  congratulate  herself,  however,  that  the  dam- 
age done  to  sewers  is  comparatively  small.  Many  of  the 
main  sewers,  which  formerly  broke  repeatedly  at  certain 
points  on  tiie  occasion  of  heavy  storms,  were  so  W'cll  repaired  and 
strengthened  during  1877,  1878,  and  1879,  that  they  are  now 
in  a  condition  to  withstand  almost  any  pressure  which  may 
be  brought  against  them.  Another  reason  which  may  be 
given  for  so  little  damage  to  sewers  is  the  cleanliness  of  the 
streets ;  had  there  been  a  large  accumulation  of  dirt,  it 
would  naturally  have  found  its  way  into  the  sewers,  filling 
them  up  and  undoubtedly  causing  them  to  break  in  many 
places. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  all  the  sewer  breaks  which 
have  been  reported  since  the  storm  can  be  repaired  for  less 
than  $15,000. 

The  ]mrty  having  the  contract  for  rejiairs  to  sew^ers  and 
inlets  is  at  work  with  a  large  force  of  men,  working  night 
and  day,  and  will  have  all  the  breaks  repaired  in  a  short 
time. 

I  believe  the  contracts  will  all  be  fulfilled,  with  the  pos- 
sible excej)tion  of  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  although  there 
is  no  doul)t  but  that  all  the  contractors  having  the  repair- 
ing of  the  rural  Wards  will  be  called  upon  to  expend  a 
much  larger  sum  than  they  will  obtain  on  their  several  con- 
tracts.

Gentlemen  : — During  the  storm  of  yesterday  the  drain- 
age from  Tacony  road,  on  the  northenn  boundary  of  the  Ar- 
senal, forced  its  way  through  the  stone  wall  bounding  this 
Arsenal,  the  culvert  under  the  road  not  being  large  enough  to 
carry  off  the  accumulation  of  water. 

As  this  breakage  is  due  to  defective  sewerage  in  that  vicin- 
ity, I  will  thank  you  to  take  into  consideration  the  repair  of 
the  wall  as  early  as  possible,  and  if  possible,also,  to  so  ar- 
range the  sewerage  from  Tacony  road  that  it  may  not  be 
necessary  to  cross  the  Arsenal  grounds.
